During the years of 1889 and 1890, floats or certificates 
amounting to 1,394.50 acres have been received by the State 
from the United States as indemnity for lands which inured to 
the State under Act of Congress of September 28, 1850, but 
which were disposed of by the United States. Of these floats or 
certificates, Special Indemnity Certificates Nos. 5 and 7, embrac- 
ing 278,90 acres were transferred to Sydney I. Wailes, State 
Agent at Washington, for procuring the same under his contract 
with the Trustees of April 13, 1878. And Special Indemnity Cer- 
tificates Nos. 6 and 8, embracing 1,115.60 acres, were trans- 
ferred to the city of Pensacola under chapter 3475, Acts of 1883, 
I also note the fact that on March 30, 1885, Swamp Indemnity 
Certificate No. 14, embracing 316.75 acres, and on January 23, 
1886, Special Indemnity Certificate No. 4, embracing 549.85 
acres were transferred to city of Pensacola, as same have not 
been previously reported.

In addition to the work of the land office, at evidenced by 
the foregoing sales and conveyances of State lands, the following 
transactions have occurred : 

The grant of 500,000 acres of land to tat State under the 
Act of Congress of September 4, 1841, has been examined, and 
a balance due the State of 2,161.06 acres has been discovered. 
This claim has been acknowledged by the General Land Office, 
at Washington, D C. There is reason to believe that more land 
is due the State under this grant, and the approved lists are now 
being examined into closely to ascertain what amount, if any, is 
still due the State under the grant. 

Last summer it was ascertained that there was an approved 
- list of school lands in Washington which should be in the land 
office, and the lands mentioned in it marked on the official maps. 
The list was received, and the amount of lands embraced therein 
was found to be 14,170.97 acres. These lands were at once put 
on the market, and now form part of the Common School Fund. 
Approved list No. 8, for 351.10 acres, in lieu of same area 
erroneously approved, was also obtained from the General Land 
Office, and was added to the School Fund. 

There has been collected and paid to the Treasurers of the 
Internal Improvement and School Funds, respectively, in addi- 
tion to the moneys reported above, on entries made prior to 
June 1, 1889, the following amounts:

There have been purchased from the General Land Office at 
Washington, 1,600 photo-lithographic township maps of the 
State, upon which have been marked all the vacant State and 
Government lands, as well as all the lands entered from the 
State at this office. These maps are to be mounted and bound, 
by counties, and after being carefully examined and compared, 
will take the place of the old office maps, which are either worn 
out entirely or are fast becoming so. 

At the request of the Comptroller, lists of all vacant State and 
Government lands have been prepared to send to the respective 
Tax Assessors, to prevent such lands from being put on the Tax 
Books. This work will save a large amount to the State in the 
matter of advertising, as it will prevent the assessment of lands 
which should not be assessed. 

There have been prepared, also, at the State Land Office, 
lists of all lands sold to private parties or conveyed to railroads 
and other corporations during the years 1889 and 1890; and 
lists of the lands at the United States Land Office at Gainesville; 
for which final receipts have been issued. These lists will be 
sent to the Tax Assessors to be put on the Tax Books for the 
current year. This will add. largely to the volume of taxable 
property of the State. 



IMMIGRATION. 



ABSTRACT OF STATUTES. 

The Act " f to Establish a Bureau of Immigration for the State 
of Florida," chapter 3856, approved May 17, 1889, provides as 
follows : 

Section 1. The Governor, Secretary of State and Commis 
siooer of Agriculture, shall constitute the Bureau, the last named 
to be President thereof. 

Sic 2. Provides for meetings and quorums. 

Sec. 3. Authorizes the Commissioner of Agriculture to ap- 
point a Chief Clerk, who shall act as Secretary. 

Sec. 4. Directs the Bureau to "collect, prepare, publish and 
disseminate such information concerning the soils, productions, 
climate, industries, resources, capabilities and advantages of the 
State of Florida as may be most effective in attracting immigra- 
tion," i 

Sec. 5. Provides the manner in which the funds of the Bu- 
reau shall be expended. 

Sec. 6. Directs the Commissioner of Agriculture to make, at 
each session of the Legislature, "a lull and detailed report of the 
proceedings and acts of the Bureau of Immigration, and of the 
moneys expended thereby, together with such recommendations 
concerning amendments to this law a> he may deem necessary 
and desirable, and an estimate of the amounts required for the 
support of the Bureau for the ensuing two years." 

The Act "to Provide a Fund for Immigration Purposes," 
chapter 3852, approved June 3, 1889, provided that a general 
tax of one-eighth of one mill he levied to create a fund for the 
support of the Bureau of Immigration. The amount assessed 
under this Act, for the year 1889, was $10,987.80; the amount 
collected and received at the Treasury, to January 1, 1891, was 
$10,303.89; leaving uncollected or delinquent, $683.93. 

* 

ORGANIZATION AND PROCEEDINGS. 

As no collections of the immigration tax were or could be re- 
ceived at the Treasury until after October 1, 1889, the members 
of the Bureau, recognizing the importance of the utmost possible 
haste in the inauguration of the work for which the Bureau was 
established, met on the 2d day of August, 1889, at the Capitol, 
and proceeded to complete its organization. The appointment 
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by the Commissioner of Agriculture of E, B. Van Deman as 
Chief Clerk was reported and approved, and steps taken to 
provide temporarily for funds to meet current expenses, until 
collections of the tax should reach the Treasury. The Chief 
Clerk was directed to raalce a canvass of the State by counties, 
to secure printed matter. 

At a meeting held August 19, 1889, W. B, Randolph was 
employed as a special agent of the Bureau, to travel in the states 
of Ohio and New York, during the months of September, Octo- 
ber and November, to represent the resources of Florida and in- 
duce immigration to the State, for a compensation of $300, to be 
paid when the Bureau should have funds at its disposal. The 
Governor was authorized to arrange with the National Bank of 
the Stale of Florida at Jacksonville, for a temporary loan, not to 
exceed $3,000, at eight per cent, per annum. 

At a meeting held September 2. i SS9, the Chief Clerk was 
authorized to establish a branch office at Jacksonville, at a rental 
for rooms for the same not to exceed $2 5 per month. A loan 
of $500, in accordance with the authority vested in the Governor 
at the preceding meeting, was ordered to be effected at once. 

At a meeting held September 5, 1889, the salary of the Chief 
Clerk was fixed temporarily at $1,800 per annum. 

At a meeting held September 27, 1889. A. Fa ye was ap 
pointed a special agent of the Bureau, to secure immigrants from 
Norway and Sweden, without compensation. The plan of is- 
suing a monthly paper was taken under advisement. 

At a meeting held October — , 1889, the purchase of 15,000 
copies of the Trade Edition of the Florida Times Union, at 10 
cents per copy, was ordered, the amount therefor to be payable, 
$1,000 on or before March t, 1890, and the remainder, $500, to 
be payable on or before March 1, 1891. 

At a meeting held October 31, 1889, it was ordered that an 
additional loan of $500 be effected from the National Bank of the 
State of Florida. 

*At a meeting held November 25, 1889, bids were received 
from C. W. DaCosta, the Times Union,, and N. M. Bo wen, for 
the printing of a monthly journal of eight pages, and the bid 
of N. M. Bo wen was accepted, the same being as follows : For 
the first issue of 3,000 copies, $80.25, an< ^ f° r subsequent issues 
of 3,000 copies, $75. For the first issue of 5,000 cdpies, $96.30, 
and for subsequent issues of 5,000 copies $91.05; two pages 
of standing matter included in the estimate. C. A. Choate 
was employed as editor of the Monthly Bulletin at a salary, 
for the present, of $50 per month. The purchase of 2,000 
copies of the TrarJe Edition of the Pensacola News, at 15 cents 
each, was ordered. 

At a meeting held February 4, 1890, it was ordered that 5,000 



copies of th* Trade Edition of the Florida Times- Union be fur- 
nished to W. S. Webb, proprietor of "Florida on Wheels," 
allowing him to sell the same at five cents each. The employ- 
ment of W. B. Randolph as special agent was continued for two 
months, at a compensation of $75 per month. The sum bor- 
rowed from the National Bank ot the State of Florida, includ- 
ing interest, was ordered paid by warrant on the Treasury, 
amounting to $1,313.39 and interest, $30.13, total $1,343.52. 

At a meeting held March 5, 1890, arrangements for adver- 
tising with various transportation lines in exchange lor transport- 
ation for the officers and agents of the Bureau, were reported 
by the Chief Clerk and approved. The Chief Clerk was in- 
structed to prepare and send out to transportation companies, 
land companies, municipal corporations and others in the State 
a circular inviting co-operation in securing the services of com- 
petent persons to write up Florida, and the insertion of their 
articles in northern papers and periodicals. The Chief Clerk 
was directed to continue the canvass of the counties, to urge 
them to prepare pamphlets, etc., for distribution by the Bureau. 

At a meeting held March 31, 1890, the salary of C. A. 
Choate was increased to the rate ot $1,000 per annum, to date 
from January 1, 1890. 

At a meeting held April 34, 1890, Arthur C. Jackson was 
authorized to collect and enter an exhibit of the products, etc. , 
of Florida, at the International Exposition to open in Edinbor- 
ough, Scotland, in May, 1890, and $300 was appropriated to aid 
him in his work. 

At a meeting held May 8, 1890, it was ordered that the June 
number of the MontMy BulUtin be devoted largely to educa- 
tional matters in Florida, and the bulk of the edition sent to St. 
Paul, Minn., to be distributed at the meeting of the National 
Educational Association, to be held there July 8. 

At a meeting held April 12, 1890, a circular was prepared, 
calling public attention to the Edinborough Exposition, and 
inviting the co-operation of the people of Florida. 

At a meeting held November to, 1890, the Chief Clerk was 
directed to procure jars and such glassware as is necessary to 
arrange for preserving" specimens of perishable products, and 
put in order the room for exhibits at Jacksonville; it was also 
ordered that he attend the Inter-States Immigration Convention 
at Asheville, N. C, December 17, 1890, as the representative 
of the Bureau. The appointment of William Beddoes a* special 
agent in England, without compensation, was approved. 

THE MONTHLY BUQ.ET1N. 

In view of the requirements of Section 4 of the Act estab- 
lishing the Bureau of Immigration, and the provisions ot Section 
5, sub-sections 1 and 2, of the Act establishing the Bureau of 
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Agriculture, chapter 3857. approved June 3, 1889, requiring the 
Commissioner of Agriculture "to give information" concerning 
' 'the general adaptation of the soil of said counties for the vari- 
ous products of the temperate and semi-tropical zones," and 
other subjects "of interest to those who till the soil of this State, 
in circular or pamphlet form, which shall be placed with the 
judges of the county courts in the respective counties in this 
State, and to agricultural associations of the various counties of 
this State, for free distribution, at such times as the Commis- 
misstoner may be prepared to do so ;" and also in consideration 
of the fact that the Legislature of 1889 failed to provide, by 
appropriation or otherwise, the means of carrying out such pro. 
visions by the Commissioner, the Bureau of Immigration, rec- 
ognizing that the information thus to be collected and dissemi- 
nated by the Bureau of Agriculture would be of the very highest 
possible value as matter to be sent abroad in the interest of im- 
migration, decided to provide a medium whereby such informa- 
tion could not only be disseminated within the State, in the 
manner prescribed by the Act establishing the Bureau of Agri- 
culture, but at the same time disseminated abroad, as contem- 
plated in Section 4 of the Act establishing the Bureau of 
Immigration, and therefore began, in December, 1889, the 
publication of the Monthly Bulletin, an eight-page journal, for 
the joint purpose above stated. 

Besides containing the official publications of the Bureau of 
Agriculture and a large quantity of other matter intended to 
inform the public abroad concerning Florida, as required by said 
Section 4, the Bulletin was designed also to operate as a medium 
for the advertisement of the public lands offered for sale by the 
State, and a complete list thereof, by legal description, arranged 
by counties and corrected from time to time, has appeared in 
each issue. 

In addition to the above, the operations of the Bureau of 
Fertilizers have been published in the Bulletin, including a table 
of the several analyses of fertilizers, as made by the State 
Chemist 

The several editions of the Bulletin, from the December 
number, 1 889, to and including the December number, 1 890, 
have ranged from 3,000 to 10,000 copies, and have aggregated 
for the thirteen numbers 73,300 copies, not including 16,000 
supplements, which it became necessary to publish at various 
times. 

In order to effect tfce judicious circulation abroad of the 
information contained in the Bulletin, as well as of other printed 
matter with which the Bureau was supplied, the collection of 
lists of addresses was at once commenced and thence continued, 
resulting in the collection, to the date of this report, of more 
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than 3 0,000 addresses, of which over 6,500 are those of persons 
who have actually applied for information. Of these nearly 
1,500, outside the State, now receive the Bulletin regularly; 
while within the State no less than 3,300 copies are circulated 
regularly, not including those sent in ex.: Kan ge to other publica- 
tions. Of the copies regularly circulated withm the State, more 
than 900 are sent for distribution to the several county judges ; 550 
are sent to the secretaries of the several Sub -Alliances in the State; 
500 are sent to individual members of such Sub- Alliances and 
other agricultural and horticultural organizations, in compliance 
with requests therefor from their secretaries ; over 300 are sent 
in packages of five or more to various persons who have requested 
the same for distribution ; about 150 are sent to the reporters 
and correspondents of the Bureau of Agriculture; 100 to the 
members of the Legislature, and the remainder, about 800, are 
sent to individuals who have requested the same. The remain- 
der of the respective issues has been sent abroad as "sample 
copies" to the addresses contained in the lists above mentioned, 
which comprise secretaries of Granges, Sub-Alliances and other 
agricultural associations, bankers, real estate agents, and others, 
all over this country and in Europe, and to addresses furnished by 
the regular readers of the paper, both within and without the State. 
As no subscription price is charged for the Monthly Bulletin, 
the item of expense for postage is considerably more than it 
would be if it had occupied the position of a private enterprise. 
This condition arises from a ruling ot the United States Post 
office Department, classifying it as an "advertising sheet," and 
refusing its entry at the post office in Tallahassee as second-class 
matter. A continued and determined effort was made to secure 
a reversal or modification of this ruling, in which the Commis- 
sioner had the cordial assistance of Hon. Samuel Pasco, United 
States Senator, but the effort was unsuccessful. As the Acts 
providing for the dissemination of the matter published in the 
Bulletin require the same shall be distributed free, there seems 
to be no reasonable expectation that the item of expense for 
postage can be reduced in future until the Postoffice Department 
lakes a different view of the matter. 

In establishing the Monthly Bulletin it was decided to admit 
to its columns advertisements to a limited extent, and of a few 
distinct classes only, vis: Lands offered for sale, fertilizers and 
transportation lines. The following is a summary of the adver- 
tising that has appeared to the date of this report: 
Lands (including one or two advertisements of a mis- 
cellaneous character), amounting to % 3 1 5. 00 

Fertilizers, amounting to 465.00 

Transportation lines, amounting to ■ . . . 375.00 

Total, $1,055.00 
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Of these amounts, those in the two first named classes, 
amounting to $680, have been paid in full. In this amount are 
included $10 advertising for the Terry Manufacturing Cd. , of 
Nashville, Tenn., on account of the price of a desk purchased 
for the use of the Bureau at its principal office (the balance, 
$14.75, having been paid in cash by warrant), and $75 adver- 
tising for McBride & Frazier, of Jacksonville, in full payment 
for a Neostyle Duplicating Apparatus, for the Jacksonville 
branch office. The remainder, $645, has been received in cash ; 
which amount'was not turned into the Treasury, but kept as a 
contingent fund for daily use, and of which $595.49 has been 
expended, leaving a balance on hand January 1, 1891, of $49.51, 
as shown by the financial statement herewith. For adver- 
tisments of transportation lines the amounts have not been re- 
ceived in cash, but in transportation for the officers and agents of 
the Bureau, and in orders and credits yet uncalled for, for the same. 

The total cost of publication of the Monthly Bulletin, 
as shown by the financial statement herewith, has been, for the 
thirteen issues published up to January 1, 1891, the sum of $1,- 
289. 23 Orchis sum there was paid on account of the Decem- 
ber number) 1889, by the Bureau of Agriculture, $18.25; 
paid by warrants on the Treasury $1,079,68; paid from contin- 
gent fund, $62, and due and unpaid, for December number, 
rSgo, $129.30. Besides the credits on account of advertising, 
as stated in the foregoing summary, the balance due from the 
Savannah Guano Company, $20.00, the balance due from the 
Bureau of Agriculture for the publication of its matter is (esd- 
mated) $306.75; and the space occupied by the advertisement of 
State lands if charged for at regular rates would amount to 
a further sum of $875 ; so that should these amounts be re- 
ceived by the Bureau of Immigration, instead of having been 
a source of expense to the Bureau, the Bulletin has really 
earned the full amount of its cost, including salary of its editor 
at $50 per month, and a surplus besides of $317.52. 

Deducting the cash balance in the contingent fund ($49,51), 
from the cash deficiency in the Treasury account ($282.63), 
showing the net cash deficiency to be $233.12, and adding to 
this $839.96, outstanding accounts due by the Bureau, making 
a total of $1,073.08; and deducting this from the sum of the 
amounts due for the publication of matter for the Bureau of Ag- 
riculture, the amount due from the Savannah Guano Com- 
pany, and the advertisement of the State lands ($1,201.75), 
a balance of $128.67 ' s shown in favor of the Bureau of Immi- 
gration upon its entire operations to the date of this report. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The establishment of the Monthly Bulletin led to the employ- 
ment of its editor for the responsible duty of conducting the en- 
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tire correspondence of the Bureau it its principal office, the 
Chief Clerk being located at Jacksonville in charge of the branch 
office there. In consequence of such employment the salary of 
the editor was increased on the 31st day of March, 1S90, to $1,000 
per annum, to date from January tst, 1890; and further in- 
creased, 00 the 1st day of September, 1890, to $1,200 per an- 
num. \ 

The correspondence at the principal office has included not 
only several hundreds of extended and carefully prepared replies 
in response to applications for information not fully supplied by 
the printed matter at the disposal of the Bureau, but involved 
the preparation of important papers relating to the conduct of 
the business of the Bureau connected with the matter of secur- 
ing the special rates for homeseekers and immigrants; arguments 
contending for the reversal of the ruling of the Postoffice De- 
partment in the classification of the Monthly Bulletin, and an ex- 
tended correspondence with the United States Immigration au- 
thorities in Washington and New York City, conceming^foreign 
immigration, all of which are mentioned in detail in other por- 
tions of this report. 

There have been received at the principal office of the Bu- 
reau since its organization 85 1 letters and postal cards request- 
ing information about Florida. Of miscellanous letters there 
have been received 916, making a total of 1,812, not including 
requests for the sending of the Monthly Bulletin to various ad- 
dresses. A total of 1,671 letters and telegrams have been writ- 
ten since the organization of the Bureau. 

To report with accurracy the actual results of correspondence 
and the use of the printed matter sent out by the Bureau in se- 
curing the actual settlement of immigrants, would be manifestly 
impossible. Besides the settlers reported by Mr. Gore, special 
agent, as having come to Florida as the direct result of his work 
in the Northwest (see his report), and those mentioned in the 
report of the Chief Clerk, the Bureau is unable to^ trace more 
than forty additional perons or heads of families who 
have actually reached and settled in Florida in consequence of 
its operations. No provision has been made by the State for col- 
lecting the statistics of incoming population from year to year, 
acid the only means by which the Bureau could ascertain which 
of the many hundreds of its correspondents who have declared 
their intention of coming to Florida have actually settled in the 
State, is by their having communicated with the Bureau since 
their arrival. As very few even of those who are known to 
have probably removed to Florida have done this, the number 
of those who are now in the State as the result of the operations 
of the Bureau, but who have not reported their arrival, cannot 
possibly be specified. 
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PRINTED MATTER. 

Besides the purchase of 15,000 copies of the Trade Edition 
of the Times- Union, at a cost of $1,500, and of z.000 copies of 
the Ptnsacola News Trade Edition, at a cost of $300, the Bureau, 
on the 91 h of January, 1896, purchased 100 copies of the Flor- 
ida Pathfinder from W. W. Stowe, for $10, and from Meisrs. 
Matthews, Northrup & Co,, of Buffalo, N. Y. , procured 10,000 
copies o( a large map of Florida, printed on excellent map paper, 
at a cost of $250, including the engraving of a plate of the west- 
ern part of the State, the large plate for the map {which was 
generously loaned for the purpose by the Secretary of the Asso- 
ciated Railway Land Department ot Florida, Col. D. H. Elliott), 
not embracing that portion of the State. These amounts, to- 
gether with the sum of $44. 38 expended for folders for the use of 
the Chief Clerk while traveling in Indiana and other middle 
states, and making a total of $3,104,38, comprise the entire ex- 
penditures of the Bureau for printed matter. These expenditures 
were necessary from the fact that the Bureau had absolutely noth- 
ing in the shape of a State Pamphlet, and from the failure of. the 
Legislature of 1889 to supply the Commissioner of Agriculture 
with means to carry out the provisions of Section 5 of the Act 
establishing the Bureau of Agriculture, in the preparation and 
publication of the "handbook" of the State therein described 
and provided for. 

In addition to the foregoing, the Bureau has received supplies 
of county pamphlets from the following counties : Alachua, 
Brevard, Columbia, Duval, Jefferson, Levy and Polk. Also a 
supply of pamphlets published by the Disston companies, of 
"Florida Facts," published by W. W. Breese, and a large quan- 
tity of the Premium List pamphlet, published for the Farmers' 
Alliance Exposition at Ocala. Also a few copies each of the 
very valuable miniature county pamphlets published by the As- 
sociated Railway Land Department of Florida, for the counties 
of Lake, Volusia, LaFayette, Pasco, Levy, Marion, Columbia, 
Citrus, Suwannee and Polk. 

A supply of special issues of the following Florida journals has 
also been received: Halifax Journal, Daytona; FhrUian, Talla 
hassee, and Headlight, Haines City ; and from two to twenty or 
more extra copies of each regular is^ue of the following : Blade, 
Belleview; Journal, Daytona ; Journal, BraideBtown ; Fhridian. 
Tallahassee ; Reporter, Orlando ; Real Estate Journal, Liverpool ; 
Courier- Informant. Bartow; Herald, Palatka ; Times- Democrat, 
Bronson ; News, Brooksville ; Agriculturist, DeLand, and Florida 
Facts, St. Francis. 

Without encumbering this report with unnecessary details as 
to the. disposition that has been made of the prinfed matter 
above mentioned, it is sufficient to say that it has been judi- 
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ciously used by the Bureau in the line of its work; and that as 
supplies became exhausted, more were requested, generally with 
a prompt and libera! response. 

It is unfortunate that only seven of the forty-five counties in 
the State have exhibited sufficient public spirit and wisdom to 
issue county pamphlets. It is hoped thai hereafter many of the 
others will recognize the importance of such action, and do so. 

It is also much to be desired that extra copies of the Florida 
newspapers be sent to the Bureau f»r distribution abroad. They 
are more frequently called for than any other class of printed 
matter except nmps; and to satisfy this demand the regular ex- 
changes of the Monthly Bulletin are largely used, after they have 
passed through the hands of the editor. 

BRANCH OFFICE AT JACKSONVILLE 

The following report of E. B. VanUeman, Chief Clerk, de- 
tails the operations of the branch office at Jacksonville under his 
charge : 

Jacksonville, Fla., Jan. i, 1891. 
Hon. L. B. WombweU, President: 

In transmitting the following report of the work done in the 
branch of service under my charge, I feel it can be done in no 
better way than to review without minute detail. 

Immediately after the organization of the Bureau in August, 
1 389, and in accordance with the instructions of the same, I be- 
gan a canvass of the counties of the State reached by rail, and 
visited the following, to- wit : Leon, Nassau, St. Johns, Her- 
nando. Marion, Citrus, Alachua, Putnam, Levy, Bradford, 
Sumter, Suwannee, Duval, Volusia. Orange, Osceola, Polk, 
Pasco, Hillsborough, Clay, Baker. Madison, Hamilton, Colum- 
bia, Jefferson, Gadsden, Jackson, Santa Rosa, Escambia, Wal- 
ton, Washington, Brevard, Lake and DeSoto. The remaining 
counties in West Florida were not visited by me, as it was ar- 
ranged by you that some one from that section should complete the 
canvass. Everywhere I was rewarded by active assistance, and 
in some instances succeeded in securing county pamphlets. 
Promises of early and earnest action were readily given by the 
remainder, and it is with regret that I say all did not respond and 
get out printed matter in an attractive form. 

In September the branch office was established at Jackson- 
ville in the Basnett building on Bay street. Comfortable and ac- 
cessible quarters for the convenience of the public were fitted up 
in a neat and attractive manner. Racks and files for newspapers 
were provided and made free of access to the public. Neatly 
printed and framed cards were put up in all the hotels and rail-

road offices of the city, aod were also sent out through the State, 
inviting visitors to call or correspond withthe Bureau if informa- 
tion was desired concerning Florida, and announcing a file of 
State papers. 

In October, circular letters were issued to the press of our State, 
requesting two copies of each of the papers published. One was 
intended for file in the office, and one to furnish clippings for 
reference, or to be sent inquirers. 1 have found the clippings 
especially valuable, furnishing constant and current information 
regarding the successes of various crops, the development of 
new resources and industries, and the constantly increasing in- 
ducements offered settlers. 

My trips into different portions of the State were continued 
at intervals until December i , when correspondence demanded 
my time, and I was fully occupied in answering inquiries, both by 
mail and to those who in person sought information at the office. 
In July I accompanied the Florida Knights of Pythias to Milwau- 
kee, Wis. They had a small but weil selected exhibit of Florida 
products, which were tastefully arranged in a most advantageous 
position through the courtesy of one of Milwaukee's progressive 
business men. Mr. Frank A. Lappan 

For several days the interest manifested was most satisfac- 
tory. Thousands of strangers from various parts of the United 
States and Canadas came in and talked Florida and took away 
printed matter. The exhibit was a success, and since my re- 
turn I have had many letters from people whom I met and 
talked with. Many citizens of Milwaukee who had never given 
Florida a thought seemed very much impressed; and, from sub 
sequent correspondence, wiJl make Florida their home. 

In July, by your instruction, Mrs. H. K. Ingram, of this 
city, was appointed to represent the Bureau during the meeting 
of the National Educational Association at St. Paul, Minn. 
Her report is herewith enclosed. 

In November, Mr. Wm. Beddoes, of Ft, Meade, Fla., ap- 
plied for endorsement as special agent of the Bureau, to work 
up the immigration interests in England (his old home). This 
was given him, and favorable reports have been received of his 
work among his old associates. He was at one rime connected 
with the London and Northwestern Railroad as Superintendent, 
which gave him an extensive acquaintance, which he is now 
using to the benefit of Florida. 

Mi. A. Faye, of DeFuniak, was also commissioned to work 
up an interest for our State, but complications arose and I have 
heard nothing from him. He would have been a valuable man 
for us had the United States Government been more liberal in 
its ruling. 

On returning from Milwaukee, I interviewed the general pas- 
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senger agents whose lines were contributors to Florida travel, 
and with but two exceptions found all ready to co operate with 
us in our work. 

Under instruction from the Bureau, I went to New York in 
August, to ascertain if it was advisable to place a representative 
for the State in "Castle Garden," and see to what extent the 
steamship lines and railroads would assist. Upon arrival I did 
not meet the reception anticipated by some whose large inter- 
ests in Florida would, we thought, make them enthusiastic ; but 
we were assured that fair and satisfactory rates would be ar- 
ranged for settlers when we were ready for them. 

Col. Webber, the officer in charge of the Immigration De- 
partment, accorded every privilege needed to form an accurate 
opinion of this branch of the Government service. I spent sev- 
eral days in making investigation, and am of the opinion that 
an agent could do no good there ; in fact, would be 
useless, as no one except those strictly in the employ of 
the Government are permitted to have access to immigrants. 
The last of the " Harvest Excursions " occurring on October 
14, I left for Ohio the last of September, to secure all the pros- 
pectors and settlers possible from Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. I 
had circulars and flyers, announcing the excursion, printed, and 
carried a long list of correspondents from your office and my 
own, to each of whom wat sent information concerning the 
opportunity offered. I visited over fifty cities and towns, talked 
and corresponded with a large number of people, and, from 
information secured through railroad agents and my personal 
observation, find that a great many people crossed the Ohio 
river on October 14 coming South. It was also my observation 
that the excursion was had too soon, that double as many people 
would come in November if the same rates were secured. I 
have arranged to secure reduced rates for parties of ten or more 
coming at once and traveling on one ticket. As your represent- 
ative, I visited Asheville, N. C. , to attend the meeting of the 
Inter-States Immigration Association, which convened in that 
city December 17. Florida was well represented by twenty 
delegates, and we believe much good will result. One notable 
and encouraging feature of this meeting was that the railroad 
companies look cognizance of the movement and had represent- 
atives present, who, by conference with the proper committees, 
assured the Association of their willingness to co-operate. This 
is another link, and a vety important one, in the chain of united 
effort for southern immigration. I would suggest, in this con- 
nection, that the Bureau maintain its present pleasant rela- 
tions with the Association and co-operate with it. Without 
means the management has accomplished much good, and in the 
face of severe criticism, in some instances malicious. If the 
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sentiments expressed by the delegates from various sections were 
prompted by sincerity, ways and means will be provided for the 
use of the Association. It was a representative body of pro- 
gressive men, who, at considerable expense and much physical 
discomfort, attended to a duty that stay-at-home critics are not 
in a position to appreciate or understand. 

To aummarue, I have traveled in all about 23,000 miles ; 
distributed, by mail and personally, quite 40,000 pieces of 
printed matter to people who were interested in Florida. I have 
corresponded with 1,500 or more parties applying for iniorma- 
tion about the State, and as many more have called at my office 
for advice in relation to our lands and the inducements offered 
to settlers. If this, with work done by the other employees of 
the Bureau, is followed up, it will be productive of ereat good 
to Florida, but without it the labor and expense is lost. 

We find that other sections of the United States keep agents 
in different states liberally supplied with attractive and interest- 
ing literature, keeping the interests of their sections constantly 
before the people, and offering inducements almost irresistible. 
I would recommend that agents for Florida be appointed, who 
shall have headquarters in Chicago and New York, who will 
honestly and capably represent the State, and that they be sup- 
plied with exhibits of the various products of the State, and with 
plenty of printed matter. I heartily endorse and offer for your ear- 
nest consideration the style of literature and the plan now in use by 
Col. D. H. Elliott, as the best I have seen. By it each county is 
described, individually, and its advantages fully set forth in a 
small book; the same is endorsed by the Board of- County Com- 
missioners in each county as setting forth their several claims 
fairly and truthfully. The fact that immigrants from the old 
country are virtually all ticketrd throueh to the West, should be 
met by the influence of our own agents in the Fatherland, and 
by combining with other southen states we can have a number 
of agents in the various countries of Europe, and our primed 
matter will have wider range of distribution than if our effort is 
an individual one. The increasing amount of our exports will 
bring numbers of steamers to the ports of Florida, and it is re a 
tenable to suggest that they would gladly accommodate immi- 
grants at reasonable rales. In this manner they will be free from 
adverse influence. Our phosphaie companies realize that they 
must have more intelligent and reliable labor; in fact, the demand 
is from the farm, cities and towns, and the household, for better 
and more capable labor. To this subject I cannot but call your 
special attention. There is no btlter medium for securing the 
needed supply of all classes of labor, and, if necessary, let a sep- 
arate department be created for supplying the demands. We 
need many improvements in order to care for immigrants, if 
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brought from abroad, such as "Immigrant Homes," where they 
can stay until located, which should be done under the immedi- 
ate direction of the Bureau. Printed instructions of when to 
plant and how to cultivate various products should come from 
our Experimental Stations in various languages, which would be 
of service as information, and also as an advertisement of what 
we raise. To the experienced worker in immigration the past 
year shows satisfactory progress. Much knowledge gained only 
by practical work has been obtained, and the plans now ready 
for execution should bring satislactory results. If the Legisla- 
ture will appreciate the needs o( the Bureau, the most practical 
results will be shown. From the best authority we have in the 
South, we have as the result of their experience that it takes from 
one to three years planning and working before good and sub- 
stantial showing of what has been done can be made. While 
we can show but a few settlers, many have had their attention 
directed southward who contemplated a western trip. Yet fully 
twenty-five families are residents of Florida as the direct result of 
the work done by the State Bureau of Immigration, and we be- 
lieve it a commendable showing for the first year's attempt at or 
ganized effort for immigration. The opening wedge has been 
well inserted, and if furnished with adequate facilities by the peo- 
ple, the Bureau will certainly be able to add largely to the pros- 
perity of our fair Florida.

EXHIBITS. 

In April, 1890, Arthur C. Jackson was authorized to collect 
and arrange for an exhibit of the products, etc., of the State at 
the Edinborough (Scotland) International Exposition, to open the 
following May. He was supplied with funds to the amount of 
$300 for expenses, and with a general letter commending the en- 
terpiisc to the people of the Stale, and requesting their cooper- 
ation. A circular letter of the same purport was prepared to the 
number of fifty or more, and sent to as many ol the most prom 
inent transportation officials, land companies and other citizens ; 
and another of like purport was addressed to the several Boards 
of County Commissioners in the State. To the former eleven re- 
sponses were received, and to the latter six; some promising aid 
and exhibits, while most of them declined or otherwise excused 
themselves. The Bureau has been unable to procure from Mr. 
Jackson a report of his services or operations in respect to said 
exhibit; but from what little correspondence has occurred with 
him, it appears that he arrived at the Exposition too late to se- 
cure space, and that he procured no exhibits, or, if any, only a 
few, of little value. 
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In July, 1890, Mrs, H. K, Ingram was provided with trans- 
portation from Florida to St Paid, Minn., and, without further 
compensation, engaged to further the interests of the Bureau at 
the meeting of the National Educational Association. Prof. H. 
N. Felkel was also engaged in a like manner, and provided with 
transportation and expenses (amounting to $70.22), to represent 
the Bureau and attend to the transportation and distribution of 
printed matter. The June is_sjtie_of the Monthly Bulletin, to the 
number of 3,000 copies, containing an extended and valuable 
review of Florida's educational system and work, prepared by 
Hon. Albert J. Russell, State Superintendent of Public Instruc 
tion, was entrusted to Prof Felkel's care, together with a quan- 
tity of other printed matter, and accompanied the extensive edu- 
cational exhibit, collected and prepared by Prof. F. L. Kern, 
President of the Florida Agricultural College. The work accom 
plished on this occasion, as shown by the report of Mrs. Ingram, 
which appears below, was exceedingly valuable and effective. 
A portion of Prof. Kern's exhibit was purchased and forwarded 
to Hon. John T. Patrick, Commissioner of the Inter States Im 
migration Bureau, to be used as a portion of certain Florida ex 
hibits sent by that Bureau to the northern state fairs. 

Jacksonville, Fla., August 6, 1890. 

To the Gentlemen of the Fhrida Immigration Bureau 

Respected Sirs — As I have returned from attendance upon 
the National Educational Association, which met recently at St. 
Paul, on which occasion I acted as a representative of your 
honorable body, I beg leave to submit a report of the work done 
therein the interests of Florida, 

Perhaps I cannot do better than to put in the form of a nar- 
rative my travels, impressions and The work accomplished. 

I left Jacksonville on the morning of July 5, and made a 
continuous journey, during which I was the constant recipient of 
courtesies and kindnesses innumerable from the various railroad 
officials and employees with whom I came in contact. 

I arrived at St. Paul Tuesday, J uly 8, at noon. I had been 
joined at various points by several others from Florida, bound 
for the same point. 

We were met upon our arrival by Prof, Kern, who took \is 
immediately to the general headquarters of the National Educa- 
tional Association, where we were required to register. It was 
at once apparent, even to an un practiced eye, that a great mass 
of strangers were thronging the city, and the register was un- 
doubted testimony, as twelve thousand names were already 
enrolled. { 

Besides the general headquarters, I found that most states 
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had rooms in various places about the city, where were estab- 
lished their special state headquarters. 

These rooms were generally in the Arcade, near the general 
headquarters. In most instances there wa» no effort id these 
rooms at an exhibit of any kind, the school exhibits being dis- 
played in large halls in combinations and departments without 
regard to states. The s tate headquarters were simply rallying 
points or trysting places for the teachers of the state. 

Of these locations, by far the most happily chosen was that of 
Florida. Prof. Kern, who was on the ground several days in 
advance of the opening, had secured one-half of the court room 
in the court house. This is a most imposing building, which 
cost over one million dollars, and stands in the very heart of the 
oity, where busy throngs pass and repass continuously. The 
court room is next the pound floor and is reached by a one-story 
trip in an elevator. 

Prof. Kern had entered into a combination with Mr. Knapp, 
of Colorado, and the two states occupied the entire court room. 
A gay bunting across each face of the building announced to all 
passers and comers that Colorado and Florida could be found 
within. I-arge placards in the halls and on the elevators pointed 
the way. On entering the room and turning the eyes to the left, the 
visitor beheld a truly artistic picture. Hanging diagonally across 
this portion of the room was a fringe of grey Spanish moss 
waving in long festoons nearly down to the heads of the passers- 
by. Above it hung a banner, bearing in flower designs the 
legend "Florida." It formed a sort of impalpable border or 
divide between the two states represented in the apartment. 

On approaching the oortion thus set off the visitor first en- 
countered a table, in the center of which a large alligator, in- 
tended for an umbrella and cane stand, was standing, surrounded 
by a large number of smaller alligators bearing trays, on which 
rested business cards of Florida firms, and tasteful envelopes 
within which the "Story of the Old Shoe," as told by the J., T. 
& K. W. R. R., brought smiles to the lips of all readers. Others 
of the alligators were couchant and creeping ; in short, the alli- 
gator seemed numerous and varied. Beneath tne table was 
shown the skull of a monster alligator and also one of a large 
turtle. 

Nothing else occupied this table, and it is safe to say that few 
things in St. Paul attracted more attention. Old people came 
and looked at them, and little children were brought to see them. 
People who had been to Florida came and talked wisely, and 
those who had never been listened with shudders. It was con- 
standy surrounded. 

Passing the alligator table, the visitor came to handsome 
showcases, within and upon which were arrayed shells, corals, 
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star-fish, mosses, sponges and an endless variety of Florida 
curios. Over this case bent an endless, ceaseless stream of 
questioners, N ot o ur u nited wisd om onl y , bu t o ur un i t ed stre ngth , 
was taxed to the utmost to satisfy the eager queries. 

On a large table against the wall were shown, all property 
labeled, between one and two hundred varieties of Florida 
woods and a fine display of phosphates from Dunne lion. Among 
the latter the tooth and a vertebrate of a mastodon were a source 
of endless interest. This table seemed a special attraction for 
elderly, greybearded, spectacled gentlemen. 

On other tables and about the walls were other curios, pho- 
tographs of the Sub Tropical Exposition building, interior and 
exterior, Gov. Drew's residence at Ellaville and other places of 
interest throughout the State. At one side were the school 
exhibits, sent principally from the Sum merlin Institute in Bartow, 
the College at Lake City and the Normal Colleges at DeFuniak 
and Tallahassee. Prof. Felkel's Tellurian occupied a table by 
itself, flanked, however, by school work from the Normal College 
and stacks of Florida literature. 

Wednesday morning's papers announced to the public that 
Florida and Colorado would hold a reception that evening from 
9 o'clock to ii, and that all were cordially invited. 

Since there were known to be in the city between 12,000 and 
15,000 people, who were there for the sole purpose of seeing 
and hearing all that was possible, and when we remember that all 
general lectures and exercises were held in a church which would 
seat but 3,000, and hold but 3,500 when packed to its utmost, 
it will be readily seen that the remaining thousands were candi- 
dates for entertainment of some sort, particularly on a beautiful, 
warm, moonlight summer night. And they certainly respond- 
ed, and most certainly came. 

Before dark had really set in in that high latitude, crowds 
began to arrive. The headquarters were decorated with quanti- 
ties of potted plants and a large and beautiful array of cut flow- 
ers. A band of music was in attendance, and every lady was 
presented with a small boquet — not a boutonniere, but a fair sued 
bunch of long-stemmed flowers, picked up at random from im- 
mense trays of freshly cut blossoms. 

One continuous stream of people coming in groups, in couples, 
in crowds, poured into the room without cessation, until the 
last were turned out at midnight by the janitor, before the break- 
ing of the electrical connection should leave them in darkness. 
They asked questions, witty, wise, searching and silly, exclaimed 
in wonder and admiration, uttered resolves to see it all for them- 
selves "some day, " and lingeringly departed to be followed by oth- 
ers who did the same thing. Profs. Felkel, Kern and Bucholtz, 
and Misses Gardner and Torrey and myself knew no rest or ces- 
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sation from taking until all had departed. It was an undoubted 
success. 

This proved but the beginning. From this time until we 
closed doors to pack the exhibits for re-shipment to those who 
had so kindly loaned them, it resembled, but in a less degree, a 
continuous reception. We were forced to go to our meals by 
relays. We could never alt leave at once without seeming dis- 
courteous. 

When we consider that these people were not simply St. Paul 
but came from every portion of the Union; that we passed, in 
reply to inquiries, some Florida literature, one instant to a gen- 
tleman from Texas, the next, handed the same to a young lady 
from New Hamsphire, or to the son of a Dakota farmer, it will 
be seen how far-spreading and wide-reacbing was the dissemina- 
tion. 

It seems to me nothing can exceed the wisdom of this plan. 
The object lesson was there ; the interest was awakened, and 
then the literature, with which to satisfy all inquiries, was politely 
proffered for later perusal. 

If I might take the liberty of making suggestions to your hon- 
orable board, I shall say that such bulky matter as the trade edi 
rion of the Times- Unwn has its disadvantages because of its un- 
usual and rather unwieldy size. If the same information could 
be embodied in a more compact form it would be much more 
convenient for both the distributor and the receiver. At the same 
time it may be possible that the size of this issue attracts attention 
whenever it is presented under circumstances convenient for in- 
spection. 

Mr. Knapp, of Colorado, shared the court room with Florida 
for the express purpose of advertising Colorado, but it seemed to 
me by a method vastly inferior. He had no exhibit or attractions 
except a large number of handsomely framed pictures of Colo- 
rado scenery and a fine display of flags and bunting. He bad 
upon his table a register, in which he invited all bis guests to 
leave their names and addresses, stating to each that he wished 
on his return home to send them some choice Colorado reading. 

It occurs to me that after their return to their homes, the mo- 
mentary interest excited by the photographic views, however 
fine, would have so faT subsided that the literature would get but 
a cursory reading. f 

The object lesson on the spot, the interest excited to the point 
of seeking and asking information, the hasty and rapid lecture, 
and the proffer of literature which contains further and supple- 
mentary information, seemed to. possess a superiority fully dem- 
onstrated on this occasion. . 

I cannot close without begging leave to express my thanks to 
this Bureau for the opportunity presented through their kindness 
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of enjoying a seas»n ■ of rest and recreation, which will ever be 
of the pleasantest of memories.

In November, 1890, the Bureau engaged the services of Mr. 
A. S. Harper, of Tallahassee, at a total expense of $89. 54, to 
collect and prepare for the Farmers' Alliance Exposition at 
Ocala an exhibit of photographic views of scenery from all por- 
tions of the State. A circular letter inviting contributions to 
said exhibit was sent out, and a number of responses and con- 
tributions were received- Mr. Harper made an extended trip 
through the State, collecting a number of views, adding a num- 
ber made by himself on his trip and previously. The collection 
was taken by him to Ocala, an excellent and prominent space 
was assigned by the management, and the exhibit, numbering 
about two hundred and fifty of the most desirable in the collec- 
tion, was put in place. It is contemplated, taking this exhibit 
as a nucleus, to continue the collection until every portion of the 
State is artistically represented, thus forming a valuable and per- 
manent exhibit, belonging to the Bureau, constantly being added 
to, and capable of being transported at slight cost, for exhibi- 
tion at any desirable point in this country or abroad, at any time, 
or placed permanently in some convenient situation in the 
Capitol. 

During the period of the employment of Mr. Mahlon Gore 
as special agent, the sum of $37.56 was paid out for exhibits of 
native wines of Florida for special use among certain communi- 
ties of vine growers in the region visited by him. 

SPECIAL AGENTS. 

The Bureau has been unable, up to the date of this report, 
to procure from Mr. W. B. Randolph a report of his operations 
as special agent in Ohio and other middle states ; which em- 
ployment covered the period of five months — September, Octo- 
ber, November and December, 1889, and January, 1890 — and 
for which he received the sum of $525. 

In September, 1890. Mr. Mahlon Gore, of Orange County, 
was employed as special agent to visit the Northwest and 
endeavor to secure the benefits of the special rates from Kansas 
City, Mo., to Florida, mentioned in detail in other portions of 
this report. In correspondence Mr. Gore furnishes to the 
Bureau the evidence of the departure from the region visited by 
him, during his stay there, and as the direct result of his labors, 
of no less than eighty-three persons for Florida, fifteen of whom 
were children; and the names of thirty-three others who 
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promised him they were coming during the autumn or winter; 
and the names of forty-three others who expressed to him their 
fixed intention of removing to Florida as soon as they could 
arrange their affairs to do so without loss. The expense in- 
curred in the employment of Mr. Gore was $722.91, for salary 
and expenses, and $52.56 for exhibits, making a total of $775.47, 
of which $15 remains due to P. Mack for exhibit. 

Mr. Gore's report is as follows : 

Orlando, Fla., December 3, 1890. 
Hon. L. B. Wombwell, Tallahassee, Fla. ; 

My Dear Sir — I left Florida on the 17th of September last, 
under direction of the Florida Bureau of Immigration, and -. pro- 
ceeded to Kansas City, Missouri, for the purpose of presenting 
the advantages and opportunities offered by our State to settlers 
and investors. 

The Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis Railroad was the 
only line west of the Mississippi river to concede to the State 
the low immigrant and hwneseeker rates, which had been granted 
by several of the lines in the territory farther east. This road is 
almost an air line from Kansas City to Birmingham, Alabama, 
where it connects with the tines running into all parts of Florida. 
It is a direct line between this part of the South and the Missouri 
Valley region of the West and those states lying west of the 
Mississippi river. Its management is interested in Florida busi- 
ness, and is willing to co-operate with our State in any measure 
which will tend to bring us into closer commercial relations with 
the West and Northwest. 

1 reached Kansas City on September 22d in time to be pres- 
ent at the Inter-State Fair, which began on that day. This fair 
is held on ihe line between Missouri and Kansas, and serves the 
purpose of a double state fair. It attracts the attention of the 
states of Arkansas and Texas on the south and Iowa and Ne 
braska on the north, and thus becomes of vasdy more import- 
ance than any of the state fairs of that region. 

Several days before leaving home a box of printed matter had_ 
been shipped from Tallahassee to my address in Kansas City, in 
the expectation that it would reach there before I did, and its 
contents be immediately available upon my arrival. This box 
of supplies seems to have miscarried. It was not in Kansas 
City on my arrival, and although searched for by tracers along 
the line, during the entire period of my western sojourn — a 
period covering about two and a half months, it could not be 
lound, much to my disadvantage in prosecuting my labors. 
Owing to this circumstance, I found myself on the ground, ready 
for action, a prosperous exposition in progress, thousands of 
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people present, and I without a single article to place on exhi- 
bition to attract attention, or a line of printed matter to distribute 
to serve as an introduction to the people whom I was among. 
To add to the annoyance of the situation, I found a fine exhibit 
of sugar cane, rice, sugar, syrup, vegetables and fruits from 
Louisiana, occupying a conspicuous place in the building, and 
presided over by a gentleman who was well supplied with immi- 
gration literature of a very attractive sort. In this extremity I 
went to a printing office and had printed several thousand cards, 
with "Go to Florida" in large and conspicuous type at the head, 
and setting forth the dates of the cheap excursion rates to 
Florida.. On the revtrse side were references to Mr. J. E. 
Lockwood, General Passenfter Agent of the Kansas City, Fort 
Scott & Memphis road, for information abiut route and rates to 
Florida points ; to Hon. L. B. Wombwel!, Florida's Commis- 
sioner of Immigration. Tallahassee, Fla., for information about 
our State, and to myself for months of October and November, 
Kansas City, Mo., as Special Agent of the Bureau of Immigra- 
tion. These I distributed in the Exposition Building, using care 
to place them in the hands of those whose appearance indicated 
that they belonged to the agricultural and industrial classes. At 
the close of each day's entertainment, I proceeded to the Union 
Depot and proceeded through the out-going trains, placing my 
"Go to Florida" cards in the hands of those who were returning 
to their homes in the adjacent country. 

I notified the Bureau at Tallahassee that I had no printed 
matter and asked for a duplicate supply at once. I also wrote 
to the management of the Sub Tropical and Semi-Tropical Ex- 
positions at Jacksonville and Ocala, asking them to send me 
printed matter advertising their forthcoming expositions for dis- 
tribution in the West : to the Associated Land Companies of 
Florida for their descriptive map folders, and to such of the 
counties as I had information to the effect they had issued county 
pamphlets for supplies of that sort. It was two to four weeks 
before anything was received from any of these sources. Mean- 
time I had to work empty handed. 

On the 6th of October I proceeded to Sioux City, Iowa, to 
attend the Corn Palace — a unique and attractive affair, which 
has never been attempted by any other city. It draws people 
from all parts of the United States. I was induced to this step 
for two reasons : First, I would find an immense crowd from all 
parts of the West. Second, before coming to Florida to make 
a home I had lived for many years in Sioux City and Southern 
Dakota, aud knew many of the old residents, and it would be 
easier to introduce my business and my mission here than among 
total strangers, more especially as I had no exhibits and almost 
no supplies of printed matter. 
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But here, too, I found Louisiana well represented with a fine 
exhibit of her productions. California and Texas were also well 
represented. Hundreds of times, both at Kansas City and at 
the Corn Palace, the question was asked me "Where is the 
Florida Department?" I was obliged to make the humiliating 
reply, we had no exhibit. It required some nerve to keep up a 
placid appearance in the face of the disappointment which was 
constantly expressed over this absence. 

In this connection, I would suggest that the next man who is 
sent out of the State on such a mission be iupplied with samples 
of cane sugar and vegetables, which can be procured at all times 
of the year ; with samples of our phosphate, clay, limestone, 
and with fruits of all kinds {preserved in glass jars), which will 
not perish, and which can be utilized at any time when occasion 
requires. A few hundred dollars would be sufficient to cover 
the cost of a permanent collection, which could be transported 
from place to place at no great cost. An addition of specimens 
of woods and manufactured articles could be added with ad van 
lage. Such an exhibit would arrest the attention of even casual 
observers and make the work of "talking Florida" far easier and 
more effective. 

At Kansas City, I secured an inexpensive room which served 
the double purpose of office and sleeping room. Here I made 
my headquarters during most of my stay in the ^Vest, .keeping 
printed matter open for distribution after supplies reached me 
from various parts of the State, -tjnade several trips to points 
near Kansas City and Sioux Cit)r, visiting people who corre- 
sponded with me, from the cards which I distributed and from, 
notices in the papers. Mr. Lock wood kindly furnished me with 
rale sheets from Kansas City 10 all Florida points, so that in 
interviews and correspondence I was able to give inquirers the 
exact rates of fare to the points they inquired about. In all 
other ways possible he assisted me and co operated with me. In 
this respect there was a marked difference between him and the 
representatives of other western roads. He gave me free trans- 
portation over his line, while other lines over which I was obliged 
to travel seemed to regard me as an e*nemy, whose purpose it 
was to take people away from their territory to the damage of 
their business. 

In the several trips made in portions of Kansas, Iowa and 
South Dakota, I met with parties who promised to meet me at 
Kansas City on the date of one or the other excursions and visit 
our State. As a rule, these parties kept their word. But in some 
cases they subsequently wrote to me, putting off the promised 
visit until a later date. Such things are to be expected, 
of course. But if the State should send out other represen- 
tatives on a similar mission, I would suggest that they be 
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furnished with a ticket book, or a book of orders for tickets, 
and with authority to sell to the intending settler or homeseeker 
a ticket, or an order which will be accepted by the railroad com- 
pany for a ticket, upon presentation hy the holder. The man 
who pays his money and who holds such a ticket or order will 
not be as apt to be troubled with a defective memory as will he 
who has only been persuaded, but who has no money invested. 

The dates fixed by the transportation lines for the cheap rate 
fares to Florida were September 2 9; October 7, 19 and 28; Novem- 
ber 10 and 24, and December 2. The September and October 
dates were practically of no value, as they occurred so early in the 
season no one was ready to come. All of the dates were too early 
unless it be the last one. Few people in any part of the North have 
their farm work done before the first of December. There is 
wheat to thresh and market, corn to gather and house, and hogs 
and pork to dispose of. This work extends well into the northern 
winter. It must be completed before the average farmer can 
leave home, and before he has money to spare for a Florida trip. 
Still, in spite of these facts, quite a number left Western Iowa 
on the November to excursion, to which enough were added at 
Kansas City from Kansas and Missouri, as I was informed by 
Mr. Lockwood, to make about fifty in all who left for Florida on 
that date. I left Kansas City for home on Nov. 24. On the 
train with me were twenty-six whole and seven half fares for 
Florida points, thus showing that the work of the Bureau in that 
region was not all in vain. Many others promised me that they 
would come on December 2. But at this time it is too early to 
know how many of these came through. 

I have reason to believe that many others will come through 
still later in the winter, some of them of the tourist class, who 
will not be influenced by the immigrant rates. Heretofore Flor- 
ida has had but few tourists from the West. California has mo- 
nopolized that field. I believe this will be changed hereafter, 
and that many people of means and leisure in the West will visit 
Florida annually, and will secure winter homes in our State. 

I have sent you monthly and semi-monthly itemized state- 
ments of my traveling, living and other expenses. These will 
show in detail each item of expense. They aggregate the sum of 
$422.91, for a period covering two months and twelve days. 

I also transmit herewith a package of letters from inquirers 
and correspondents, some of whom have already come to Flor- 
ida, Others are still in the North and should be the objects of 
further efforts on the part of the Bureau, 

In conclusion, I would suggest that the efforts already made 
to secure western farmers for Florida should be followed up, if 
we would secure the full fruits of the work already done. Other 
states of the West and Southwest are at work among them, and 
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as a farmer sells out with a view of removing to some section 
where the winters are less severe, the agents of those states im- 
mediately seek to secure him. He should not be permitted to 
feel that Florida has lost sight of him, or to lose sight of the in- 
ducements offered by our State. To stop now might possibly be 
interpreted by the people of t he West as an evidence of a lack of 
(aith on our part, in our own State and its resources.

special rates. 

About the ist of May, 1890, the President of this Bureau 
began an extensive correspondence with prom inerit transportation 
officials and others, concerning the establishment of reduced 
rates from interior points in the United States to Florida, for 
emigrants and prospectors. The general result of such corres- 
pondence was disheartening. The General Passenger Agent of 
one of the most extensive and powerful transportation systems 
in the country wrote that no such rates had ever been made ; 
that it would probably be impossible to secure such rates, and 
that several unsuccessful attempts had been made by various 
states of the South to secure such special or reduced rates. 
Notwithstanding this, on the ad day of June, 1S90, a memorial 
was prepared, addressed to the Rate Committee of the Southern 
Passenger Association, which was to hold a meeting in a few 
days, urging the establishment of such reduced rates and invok- 
ing the influence of the association with the various traffic 
associations whose territory lay north of the Ohio and west of 
the Mississippi rivers in the adoption thereof. The memorial 
was forwarded to Mr. A. O. MacDonell, of the Florida Central 
& Peninsular Railway, who promptly arranged for a conference 
of Florida railroad officials, at which a formal request for rates 
was agreed upon, and this and the memorial were presented to 
the meeting which took place June 17. 

The result, secured mainly through the vigorous advocacy ot 
the Florida delegates, Messrs. Wra. M. Davidson, of the Savan- 
nah, Florida & Western Railway, and G. D. Ackerly, of the 
Jacksonville, Tampa & Key West Railway, was the adoption of 
a resolution authorizing the lines composing the association, 
thirty- five in number, to adopt a rate for home-seekers' excursion 
tickets, of "iron-clad signature form," limited to a continuous 
passage in each direction, with extreme limit of thirty days from 
date of sale, for one first class fare one way, and an emigrant 
rate of one and one- half cents per mile, short line mileage ; 
tickets to be sold only on the 10th, 23d and 30th of September; 
the 8th, 20th and 26th of October; the nth and 25th of No- 
vember and the 2d of December. The territory covered by the 
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association in Georgia, Alabama and South Carolina was ex- 
pressly excepted from the operation of the rates. The Assistant 
Commissioner of the Rate Committee, Mr. M. Slaughter, pro- 
ceeded at once to induce other associations to adopt the rates. 
In this he was most ably seconded by Mr. C. P. Atmore, of the 
Louisville & Nashville system, and the principal officials of the 
Florida lines, and the result was the adoption of the home- 
seekers' excursion rate by the Western States Passenger Associa- 
tion, comprising twenty-one lines; the Central Traffic Association, 
comprising thirty-three lines, and the Trunk Line Association, 
comprising forty-four lines, but with the dates of sale of tickets 
confined to the 9th and 23d of September and the 14th of 
October. The "Queen & Crescent Route" and the Kansas 
City, Fort Scott & Memphis Railroad also adopted the home- 
seekers' rate, the former for the dates above named and the 
latter for the whole nine dates fixed by the Southern Passenger 
Association. 

The emigrant rate was adopted for the September and Oc- 
tober dates by the "Queen & Crescent Route," the Louisville & 
Nashville system and the Louisville Southern Railway, and for 
the whole nine dates fixed by the Southern Passenger Association 
by a number of the lines belonging to that association and by 
the Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis Railroad. A subsequent 
special arrangement with the Louisville & Nashville system pro- 
vided for the acceptance of tickets sold under these rates on any 
of the nine dates by the Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis 
Railroad {whose line extends from Kansas City, Mo., to Bir- 
mingham, Ala.), for the distance between Birmingham and River 
Junction, Florida. 

The establishment of these special rates was advertised in 
one hundred northern and western country newspapers within 
and adjacent to the territory reached by the several transportation 
lines involved, at a cost of $203, and advertised in detail in the 
Monthly Bulletin for September and October, 1890. 

On the 25th of November, 1890, the President of the Bureau 
addressed a circular letter to the passenger officials of each of the 
lines involved, about one hundred and thirty five in number, 
requesting a statement of the number of tickets sold by each to 
Florida under the special rates. Of these over seves.ty lines 
responded, only twelve of which reported sales, amounting in the 
aggregate to 579 tickets. The remainder reported either that the 
rate had' not been adopted, or that there were no sales, or that 
the regulations forbade the furnishing of the information asked 
for. 

Notwithstanding the meagre results of this experimental 
movement to secure the establishment of reduced rates for 
homeseeke'rs and immigrants from other states of the Union to 
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Florida, the members and officials of this Bureau feel that there 
is no cause for discouragement in this direction, and it is their 
intention to repeat the attempt, with larger possibilities of 
success, during the coming autumn and winter. 

TICKET AGENTS' CONVENTION. 

The annual convention of the International Association of 
Ticket Agents was held in Jacksonville in February, 1890. 
Recognizing the importance of this occasion as an opportunity 
for securing from this class of transportation officials throughout 
the country a recognition of the existence and operations of this 
Bureau, a representation of the Bureau was sent to attend the 
convention, armed with a carefully prepared address to its mem- 
bers, calling their attention to the efforts of the Bureau in in- 
ducing travel to Florida from the respective localities from 
whence they came, and proposing to furnish each member at 
his place of business with Florida literature, including the 
Monthly Bulletin, for use in answering questions about Florida. ■ 
The address was courteously received and ordered spread upon 
the minutes ot the convention, and afterwards appeared therein 
in full, in the Station Agent, the official organ of the association. 
The address of each member having been obtained, a circular 
letter was subsequently addressed to each, asking what printed 
matter, including the Bulletin, could be distributed by him. A 
large number responded promptly and favorably ; and, besides 
one copy of each issue of the Bulletin sent regularly to each 
member, packages of five and ten copies of several issues have 
been sent to those so responding, as well as other printed matter. 

INTER STATES IMMIGRATION BUREAU. 

At a convention held in Montgomery, Ala. , in December, 
1888, the Southern Inter-States Immigration Bureau was organ- 
ized, with Col. F. B. Chilton, of Austin, Texas, as General 
Manager, and Hon. John T. Patrick, of Raleigh, N. C, as 
Commissioner. 

Mr. J. E. Ingraham, of Sanford, having attended said con- 
vention as a delegate from Florida, undertook the payment of 
the sum of $50, as Florida's pro rata of the expenses of the 
convention, and, in appreciation of the importance of this 
movement as an aid to immigration to the southern states, this 
Bureau has not only refunded to Mr. Ingraham the amount 
stated, but has ever since accorded to the Inter-States Bureau and 
its officials the most cordial and efficient support in its power. 

In April, t8uo, Mr. W. W. Pernble, Commissioner for Flor- 
ida of the Inter-States Bureau, began the work of establishing 
branch organizations thereof in different portions of the State. 
This Bureau furnished him with a general letter, commending to 
the people of the States the plans of the Inter-States Bureau, and 
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inviting their co-operation and support. The Chief Clerk was 
also instructed 10 accompany the Commissioner and render him 
all the assistance in his power in the work of organization, which 
work was continued until October following, resulting in the 
organization of thirty five branch associations at as many prin- 
cipal points in the State. 

The Commissioner at Raleigh sends each week to the secre- 
tary of each of these branches lists of addresses of persons who 
have applied 10 him '-rom all parts of the country for information 
concerning the South' He also sends these lists weekly to this 
Bureau, and packages of printed matter are promptly transmitted 
to each address. Eich list numbers from ten to fifty, and the 
circulation thus obtained for printed matter among people who 
are sufficiently interested to apply for the same is an advantage 
too obvious to need argument in its favor. 

Commissioner Patrick also, during the autumn of 1890, 
organized a number of exhibits From southern states, including 
some from branch associations in Florida, which were sent, in 
charge of reliable agents, to the autumnal state and other fairs 
throughout the North and Northwest. 

A subsequent immigration convention was held at Asheville, 
N. C, in December, 1890, which was attended by the Chief 
Clerk as the representative of this Bureau, and the proceedings 
of which have already been made public. 

FOREIGN IMMIGRATION. 

In September, 1889, Mr. A. Faye, a citizen of Florida who 
contemplated an extended visit to his former home in Norway, 
was appointed without compensation, to act as the representa- 
tive of this Bureau in inducing immigration to Florida from 
that country and Sweden, with a special view to the bringing 
of a number of persons willing and competent to undertake do- 
mestic service. Some doubts having arisen as to the effect upon 
this enterprise of the provisions of the United States statutes reg- 
ulating the importation or labor, there ensued an extended cor- 
respondence with the Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
States, who is charged by law with the supervision of such mat- 
ters, and in consequence of his attitude in the premises, the pro- 
ject was temporarily abandoned. 

Ever since the organization of this Bureau the matter of en- 
deavoring to secure foreign immigration for Florida has received 
frequent and careful consideration. Besides conducting an ex- 
tensive correspondence on the subject with officials of the 
United States Government, transportation officials, and others, 
both in this country and abroad, the Bureau, in August last, sent 
the Chief Clerk to New York City, to ascertain and report upon 
certain features of the subject. {See his report.) 
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Without entering here into unnecessary details, it is sufficient 
to say that the matter is sdH under advisement; that the present 
status of pending correspondence with the United States offi- 
cials, and the fact that the enthusiastic interest of persons inti- 
mately acquainted with the operations of the United States Gov- 
ernment in its relation to foreign immigration, in all their details, 
has been secured, give abundant promise that the whole subject 
will, at a very early day (perhaps within a month from the date of 
this report, and certainly before the assembling of the Legislature 
in April next), be satisfactorily elucidated, and a plan of opera- 
tions formulated which will enable Florida to receive in the near 
future its full share of the most desirable classes of the immense 
volume of foreign immigration that is constantly pouring into the 
country from abroad. So desirable and important a purpose, how- 
ever, as this Bureau hasrecoir.nized from the beginning, can never 
be effectively accomplished with the limited fund now provided 
for meeting the expenses of this Bureau, and the work done in 
this direction and yet remaining to be done, is simply in the an- 
ticipation that the Legislature of i&nt will recognize the neces- 
sities of the situation, and provide so ample a fund for immigra- 
tion purposes that not only this, but a number of other equally 
important methods for securing the results contemplated by the 
establishment of the Bureau, may cease to be remote possibilities 
and become positive actualities. 

In this connection may be mentioned the fact that in June, 
1890, this Bureau caused a small experimental advertisement to 
be inserted in a number of papers and periodicals published in 
Germany, including the Illustrirk Zeitung, Leipzig; Utber Land 
uni Mer, Stuttgart ; Die Gartenlaubt, Leipzig ; Nathrichtm An- 
zeiger, Goerlitz ; Volks Zeitung, Berlin, and Hartungsche Zeitung, 
Koenigsburg, at a cost of $7.13. A number of responses re- 
questing information concerning Florida have been received, but 
not as many as was hoped for or anticipated by the Bureau. 

RECOMMENDATIONS AND ESTIMATES. 

In obedience to the sixth section of the Act establishing this 
Bureau, there is appended to the foregoing "full and detailed re- 
port of the proceedings and acts of the Bureau," a simular 
statement of the moneys expended thereby. Further comply- 
ing with the provisions of the same section, the Commissioner 
submits the following recommendations concerning amendments 
of the laws relating'to the Bureau, and an estimate of the amounts 
required for the support of the Bureau for the ensuing two years. 

The Commissioner respectfully recommends that the Act pro- 
viding for a tax of one-eighth of a mil! for immigration purposes, 
chapter 3852, be amended so as to provide a fund that will en- 
able the Bureau not ouly to consummate its present plans for 
increasing immigration to Florids, but also to make a creditable 
exhibit at the World's Columbian Exposition. 




A strong pressure upon the Legislature for an appropriation 
for an exhibit at the World's Columbian Exposition at Chicago 
in 1892 may be made. With the immigration tax so increased, 
no such appropriation will be necessary, as the tund will doubt- 
less be sufficient to enable the Bureau to provide for such an ex- 
hibit, and also provide Tor the work ot securing foreign immi- 
gration, as well as for the execution of the several methods of 
securing immigrants from other states now in contemplation by 
the Bureau as the result of its experience during the time it has 
been in operation.

(see page 11} should be May 17, i8*j : and the date of the Act establishing the 
Bureau of immigration (see page 19) should be June 5, 1889.]

FERTILIZERS. 



The State Chemist in his report has been so full and exhaus- 
tive that little is left for the Commissioner to report except to 
give the workings of the office. 

This Department commenced without one cent on hand, but 
with the efficient aid of State Chemist Robinson and Mr, H. 
E. Graham, at that time clerk, was fairly organized September 
i, 1890, and gotten under headway. The Honorable John T. 
Henderson, Commissioner of Agriculture of the State of Georgia, 
rendered valuable service by furnishing blanks and all informa- 
tion asked for, Mr, Graham, who went to Atlanta for that 
purpose, was allowed to make a full examination of the workings 
of trje Department under Col. Henderson. All of the expenses 
of this Department, including the expenses of preparing, sending 
out, collecting, tabulating and recapitulating agricultural statis- 
tics, and purchase of furniture for the office, have been paid out 
of the funds arising from the inspection of fertilizers. 

Out of these funds have been paid accounts which perhaps 
were chargeable elsewhere, but as the appropriations for public 
printing and for repairs of Capitol were exhausted and the work 
had to be done, and the money being on hand subject to the 
Department of Agriculture, it was used to pay these expenses. 

Below will be found the different forms used in the matter 
of fertilizers, and at the end is given a complete statement of the 
moneys received from the inspection of fertilizers, to whom paid, 
and for what expended. Under the provisions of Section r of 
Chapter 3858, Laws of Florida, approved Tune 3, 1889, the 
Governor appointed six Inspectors of Fertilizers, to wit: Frank 
Phillips, of Pensacola; W. I. Vason, Tallahassee; W. R. Moore, 
Welborn; W. J, Magill, Jacksonville; B, C. Lanier, Leesburg, 
and E. D. Mitchell, Palmetto, Of these first appointed Frank 
Phillips has left the State and W. C. Jones, of Pensacola, 
appointed in his stead ; Col. W. J. Magill has died and Maj. G. 
B. Lamar appointed. The acts and doings of each Inspector 
appear in the financial statement given at the end of this report. 

The Commissioner would respectfully suggest to your Excel- 
lency that the law relating to fertilizers could be so amended as 
to make it much more efficient. The changes suggested are as 
follows : The appointment of only one Inspector instead of six, 
paying him a reasonable salary with travelling expenses. Let 
him be under the supervision of the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture. Let alt the money for inspection tags be paid direct to the 
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Treasurer, Let the Commissioner of Agriculture issue all tags 
upon application of the parties desiring same when notice from 
the Treasurer is given that the money has been received. There 
should also be some penalty for selling fertilizers without paying 
the tax. As it is now, the only penalty is for selling without the 
guaranteed analysis. The words "or used" should be inserted 
in line two of Section 3 of the fertilizer law after the word 
' ' sold." This would prevent frequent evasions of the law.

The attention of manufacturers and dealers is especially 
called to the following sections of the recently enacted Fertilizer 
Law of the State of Florida. 

Section 3 provides: 

That every bag, barret or other package of commercial fer- 
tilizer manufactured or sold in this State shall have securely at- 
tached a tag or label, plainly stamped thereon the number of 
net pounds of fertilizer in the package, the name, brand and 
trade mark under which the fertilizer is sold, the name and 
address of the manufacturer) and the chemical analysis stating 
the percentage of ammonia, of potash soluble in water, of avail- 
able phosphoric acid, and the source from which same is derived, 
and insoluble phosphoric acid, and also percentage of moisture 
contained therein, and all other ingredients of which it is com- 
pounded. And any manufacturer or dealer who shall misrep- 
resent the proportions ot ammonia, phosphoric acid and potash, 
or for other ingredienti contained in such fertilizer, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con vie don thereof on indict- 
ment shall be fined two hundred ($200) dollars for the first of- 
fence, and three hundred ($300) dollars for each subsequent 
offence. 

Section 4. That any manufacturer or importer of commercial 
fertilizers offering the same for sale in this State, shall file with 
the Commissioner of Agriculture a paper giving the name of his 
principal agent, also the name and guaranteed analysis, under 
oath, of the fertilizer or fertilizers offered for sale by him, and 
any manufacturer or importer who »hail refuse to give the infor- 
mation herein required, shall forfeit one hundred ($100) dollars 
for the first offence, and one hundred and fifty ($150) dollars 
for each subsequent offence.

REPORT OF THE STATE CHEMIST. 



To His Excellency Governor Fleming : 

In accordance with the requirements of the 12th section of the 
act to provide for the appointment of a State Chemist and Inspec- 
tors of Fertilizers, 1 herewith submit my first annual report : 

Concerning the new fertilizer law it may not be inappropriate 
to say that experience has shown that iu its main provisions it is 
a most excellent one, and has proved a substantial safeguard 
against frauds and adulterations in artificial manures. 

It requires manufacturers and dealers under severe penalties 
to give under oath the composition of the fertilizers they make or 
sell. It prohibits, under equally severe penalties, the sale of any 
and all substances used for manurial purposes, with a few unim- 
portant exceptions, whose composition is not thus guaranteed 
and sworn to. In addition (o this the State Chemist is required 
10 analyze all such fertilizers or fertilizing materials sold in the 
State, thereby furnishing a double check upon any attempted 
fraud, substitutions or adulteration of artificial manwes or fertil- 
izing materials. Fairly executed, such a law can have but one 
result. It is in the interest of honesty and fair dealing, and 
should receive the hearty support both of the manufacturers and 
dealers, whom it protects from fraudulent competition, and of 
the consumers of fertilizers, who have hitherto had no security 
other than the word of the distant firms of whose reliability they 
had no adequate or certain knowledge. 

But while all this was apparent upon even a casual examina- 
tion of the new statute, it was not quite plain sailing when the 
attempt was made to carry it into execution. As is perhaps not 
unusual in the history »f legislation in an untried field, this law, 
in a general way so excellent, disclosed some imperfections when 
put to the test of actual trial — imperfections which, no doubt, 
subsequent legislation will remedy. 
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To add, if possible, to the embarrassment of the situation, the 
Legislature had entirely forgotten to make any appropriation im- 
mediately available for carrrying the law into effect. Here was 
a new and complicated piece of legal mechanism, to be built up 
from the foundation, with systems of fertilizer inspection and tax 
collection involving hundreds of dealers whose names even were 
unknown, and extending over a State sparsely populated, yet one 
of the largest in area in the Union, and only future and prospec- 
tive revenues to do it with. 

As to the personal efforts of the writer, outside of the legiti- 
mate field, in endeavoring to overcome these difficulties, it does 
not become him here to speak. The Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, while overburdened with other duties, has given liberally 
of his time and thought to the work. In ascertaining the true 
meaning and intent of the statute, in reconciling seeming con- 
flicts, and when two views of the law were possible, in suggesting 
that interpretation which would best subserve the public interests 
and at the same time harmonize with existing commercial condi- 
tions, the sound legal advice ol Governor Fleming, and of the 
Attorney-General, Hon. W. B, Lamar, have been of invaluable 
assistance. 

As a preparatory step to the enforcement of the law, it was 
deemed necessary, to ascertain as nearlv as possible the names 
and addresses of all persons and firms dealing in fertilizers within 
the State, and of all manufacturers of fertilizers in or out of the 
State, who had sold or proposed to sell their goods in Florida. 
This was no small task ; but by availing ourselves of all accessi- 
ble means of information, by personal inquiries, correspondence 
with well-known rirms. with postmasters, clerks of courts and all 
others who it was believed could furnish the necessary informa- 
tion, we succeeded in obtaining the names of about four hundred 
dealers in artificial manures, and of nearly one hundred such man- 
ufacturing establishments. Circulars, blank forms and all neces- 
sary information as to the operations of the law were forwarded 
to all these parties. Due notice was given that the forms of the 
law must be at once complied with, and a definite time fixed for 
the complete operation of all its requirements. *■ 

It was hardly to be expected that so complicated and wide- 
reaching a piece of legal machinery could enter upon its work 
without more or less friction. No small amount of time and 
labor has indeed been spent in explaining its workings, and ra 
removing difficulties as they successively arose. With patience 
and forbearance on the part of all concerned — virtues in which, 
it is hoped, this Department has not been wanting — these pre- 
liminary difficulties are now measurably removed, and the law, 
over the entire State, may be said to be fairly and efficiently in 
operation. To the credit of the manufacturers and dealers, 
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generally, it should be said that, with very few exceptions, they 
have manifested a hearty desire to aid in the enforcement of the 
law. In evidence of this, it may be stated that there are now 
OS file in this Bureau the sworn and guaranteed analyses, from 
manufacturers, of over three hundred fertilisers and fertilizing 
material sold in the State; that, so far as is known, no addition 
has in any case been made to the selling price to consumers, and 
that even thus early in the history of the statute, the orange 
growers, planters and market gardeners of Florida are getting 
better value for their money, a higher class of fertilizers and less 
fraudulent or adulterated goods than ever before in the history of 
the State. 

As to progress made in the special work of the State Chemist, 
it may be proper to remark that at the time of his appointment 
the State possessed no laboratory or apparatus of any kind. 
Before any analytical work could be accomplished, these neces- 
sary appliances had to be provided. At first it appeared that 
there was no accessible or convenient building which could be 
used for the purpose. A fortunate change in the hea'ing ar- 
rangements of the capitol helped to solve this problem. A 
building erected several years since at a cost of between two and 
three thousand dollars, and which had served as a woodhouse 
and for other uses, was found to be admirably adapted to the 
purposes of a laboratory, and although alterations and changes 
would be necessary, could, at much less cost than would be 
incurred in the erection of a new building, be turned to less 
ignoble uses. Workmen were at once directed to make the 
necessary changes and improvements. In the meantime the 
writer visited New York and Philadelphia for the purchase of 
the necessary apparatus. 

By practicing the most rigid economy in the laboratory and 
laboratory fittings, equipments and supplies and chemicals, the 
expenses so far have been fully met. The law, after it was once 
fairly in operation, has yielded a revenue adequate to even the 
extraordinary expenditures involved in its first year's operations, 
and it is hoped that the coming year will yield a small surplus. 

As the number of brands of fertilizers and fertilizing mate- 
rial i sold in the State will probably considerably exceed three 
hundred, it will be readily seen that the State Chemist has lit- 
erally been overwhelmed with the specific duties of his office. 
Probably at the time the law was passed no one had any 
adequate conception of the magnitude of the list of artificial 
manures that were thus competing claimants for popular patron- 
age. As, in addition to compounded fertilizers, all roanurial 
substances, with a few unimportant exceptions, are specifically 
placed under the requirements of the law, this also has added 
largely to the number of substances to be analyzed. Then, too, 
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over and above the legitimate calls upon his time and attention, 
the phosphate and other discoveries of the past year have 
brought no end of additional burdens. Not infrequently for 
weeks together it is hardly an exaggeration to say that an army 
with "a pocket full of rocks" has besieged the State laboratory. 
It was useless to explain that the Chemist was busy, had no 
time, that examination of phosphates was private business. 
Protests and excuses were alike unavailing. The mails also 
have contributed their full share to this continuous " avalanche" 
of Teal or supposed " phosphates." As a result of it all the 
State Chemist has examined gratuitously, often in the most hasty 
and superficial manner, over fifteen hundred samples of phos- 
phates and other minerals; some of them of exceeding interest 
both from a scientific and industrial point of view. Indeed his 
constant regret has been that other crowding duties have usually 
rendered his examinations too hurried and superficial to give 
them any permanent value. 

In spite, however, of these various hindrances and draw- 
backs, the State Chemist has been able during the year, 
commencing with January 15, 1890, when the laboratory was 
first opened for work, and ending January 1, 1891, to make and 
publish the analysis of one hundred and sixty-five fertilizers (as 
is indicated by table "A" at the end of this report), six analysis 
of tobacco stems, six special analysis for individuals, and re- 
cently to determine the amount of ' ' available " phosphoric acid 
in quite a number of our Florida phosphates — an inquiry that 
the writer regards as of great practical importance and that he 
hopes as time, permits, to still further prosecute. Some tabu- 
lated results will be found at the close of this report under the 
table •' B." 

In this connection it may not be inappropriate briefly to 
consider the wonderful discoveries of phosphates and other 
minerals which the past year has brought to light. The existence 
of phosphates in Florida has been long known. Something over 
six years since the writer made an analysis of some very 
rich phosphate rock for Dr. Simmons, of Magnesia Springs. 
Attempts were made to develop the bed, but lack of means and 
other discouragements prevented the success of the undertaking. 
But very little attention was given to the matter. So far as the 
writer then knew, this bed was only a small outlying and prob- 
ably isolated representative of a more northern phosphate field, 
and this opinion was generally shared by the public at large. 
Something like three years since the discovery of phosphates in 
large quantities was reported from Peace creek and its vicinity. 
Quiet investigations revealed the presence of immense river 
deposits, which were as quietly bought up by capitalists, who 
were not slow to realize their importance. Then came the 
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wonderful discoveries at Dunn el Ion and along the With lac oochee 
river, when the world suddenly awoke to the face that a good 
many established theories about Florida might need revision. 
"Finds" were reported from hundreds of unexpected localities. 
" Phosphate hunting" became a recognized and sometimes a 
very profitable industry. In some pans of the State the old 
mining days of California were almost parallelled in the wild 
rush for new fields and the reinvestigation of old ones. Fortunes 
were made and probably sometimes unmade in a day. ■ The 
interest and excitement has spread nat only over the whole 
State, but to distant portions of the Union and to foreign coun- 
tries as well. At present the excitement !n the public mind has 
somewhat subsided, and as the mist clears away we are in a 
position to give a somewhat calmer estimate of the importance 
to the State and the world of the remarkable discoveries which 
the past year has brought to light. 

A prominent Northern firm some time since addressed a 
number of inquiries to the State Chemist and. as some pains 
were taken to answer them as well as the facts then in his pos- 
session would permit, this letter will be found at the close of 
this report, under the head of Appendix " C." 

As to the effect which these phosphate discoveries will have 
upon the development and future prosperity of the State it is too 
early to pronounce except in a general way. It is probable, 
however, that those who make the most liberal estimate as to the 
extent aud character of the influence they will exert will ulti- 
mately be found to be most nearly correct. Millions of dollars 
have already been invested in this new source of wealth and a 
good many more, in the natural course of events, will be at- 
tracted to the State in the purchase and development of new 
mines, in the building and equipment of new railroads, in 
improving water transportation, in fertilizer factories, acid 
works, machine shops and the hundred other related industries 
which these phosphate discoveries are sure to bring in their 
train. Nor will these industries be confined merely to the local- 
ities where actual mining operations are carried on. While the 
southern and western half of the peninsula up to the present 
time are the scenes of the only active phosphate mining, it is 
noteworthy that the largest fertilizer and acid phosphate works 
yet built are in Jacksonville, in the extreme eastern portion. So 
doubtless it will prove in the future. The new industries will be 
widely distributed, and it is not too much to expect that every 
portion of the commonwealth will fee! the impulse and share in 
the benefits of the rising wave of prosperity which is already 
flowing in upon the State. Indeed, in view of all the unex- 
pected and, in some respects, unexampled discoveries which the 
past year has brought with it, it is hardly extravagant to predict 
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that the year 1890 will long be memorable in the annals of 
Florida. There are very few years in all its marvelous history 
that have been more prolific and wide-Teaching in immediate 
results or that will have a profounder influence in shaping the 
ultimate destinies of the State. 

Aside from the consideration of the mining and other indus- 
tries which these phosphate discoveries will bring to our State, 
there are a number of related topics which it may be well to 
briefly consider. For a good many years the people of Florida 
have been paying out annually in the neighborhood of half a 
million dollars for phosphoric acid. Some of this may have 
been needed upon our farms and groves and vegetable gardens, 
and some of it may not. We have taken the fertilizers as they 
were found upon the market, compounded mosily by Northern 
manufacturers, no doubt according to their best information and 
judgment. This method of fertilizing "at long range" has not 
proved, on the whole, satisfactory. There has been a suspicion 
on the part of a good many planters and orange and vegetable 
growers that trier- was something radically wrong about the 
whole business. We have dodged about from this brand of 
fertilizer to that ; sometimes confident that we have exactly hit it 
and again equally confident that we have exactly missed it. Our 
groves, orchards and farms have, on the whole, been very 
patient under this "hit or miss" system. The ubiquitous and 
voluble "fertilizer agent " has always been ready with an answer 
to the bothersome questions the tillers of the soil would occa- 
sionally ask. He could explain, especially when the "other 
fellow's" fertiliser was used, exactly how and, why it happened 
that, when we had plowed or hoed or harrowed good, hard- 
earned dollars into the soil, we only got a meager harvest of 
dimes in return ; his fertilizer would effect a very much -needed 
inversion of the process ; with his fertilizer we could sow dimes 
and reap dollars. We tried it, with not infrequently the same 
old dismal results. The consequence has been that not a few 
planters and orange and vegetable growers who started with a 
faith in commercial fertilizers that would almost have "moved 
mountains " are left with so little faith in them that they would 
hardly take them as a gift. 

Now we are suddenly confronted with the fact that one half 
the State abounds in phosphates and the other is probably by no 
means deficient in this essential element of plant and animal life. 
There is, therefore, no difficulty, in many cases at least, in un- 
derstanding exactly how and why we have been wasting our 
money, buying what we already possessed in superabundance 
and failing to buy what our crops were starving to obtain. 
There is something painfully grotesque in the picture as we look 
back and see how' we have been annually peppering our fields 
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with a thin sprinkling of phosphate! when hundreds of tons 
were sleeping quietly in the soil under our feet. It would no 
doubt be an equal blunder in the opposite direction to conclude 
that none of our soils need phosphates. In all probability many 
of them, at least upon the surface, are thus deficient. What we 
all want to do— what intelligent agriculture imperatively de- 
mands — is that we should at once and forever abandon this 
haphazard, ' ' hit or miss " system of fertilization ; find out, 
either by soil analysis or by carefully-conducted field experi- 
ments, what, in each particular case, our endlessly-varying soils 
really lack to render them productive, and then supply them with 
the elements they severally need. A few dollars thus laid out 
will save a great many dollars in useless expenditures; to say 
nothing of the disappointments and failures which such a rad- 
ically defective system, or want of system, involves. 

Another conclusion, equally obvious, needs only to be 
mentioned. If, as now seems probable, we have phosphates 
enough in Florida to supply the world for generations to come, 
it requires no very profound study of political economy to prove 
that we had better buy what phosphates we do need right here 
at home. If our "phosphate rock" is shipped to distant fields 
to be there manufactured and sent back to ui in the fonn of 
superphosphates or commercial fertilizers, the consumer is 
charged up with two big freight bills, and probably half a dozen 
middlemen's commissions into the bargain. The remedy for all 
this is, of course, in the establishment of phosphate works, acid 
factories and fertilizer manufactories here at home; and it is a 
source of no small gratification that several enterprises of this 
kind are already -projected and two or three in actual operation. 
There is, however, another and much more economical solution 
of this problem, which the writer is inclined to think practicable, 
but which will require further extended investigation and expe 
riment before it can be confidently pronounced a success. In 
addition to its beds of high grade phosphates of such unexampled 
richness and extent, the State contains an endless amount of low 
grade phosphates in the form of marl, sandstone, phosphates of 
iron and alumina and others, which are useless for the production 
of superphosphates and which have no present commercial value. 
Now, if among these there should prove to be some which can 
be had almost for the asking, whose phosphoric acid is in such 
a form, mechanical or otherwise, as to render it immediately 
available as plant food, it is evident that an enormous saving 
could be effected by using this inexpensive home product rather 
than the costly acid-treated material. Only care fully- conducted 
crop and field experiments can absolutely settle this question, but 
certain laboratory investigations conducted by the writer, and 
which have been widely published, certainly have a very en- 
couraging look. 
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The diligent hunt for phosphite* which has been going on 
over the State during the past y«ar has brought to light a good 
many other minerals whose existence even had been previously 
unsuspected, all of which are of scientific interest and some of 
which may prove of great industrial value. Among the list of 
minerals and mineral substances submitted to the State Chemist 
for examination during the past year may be named the following : 
Ores containing iron, copper, manganese, zinc, lead and silver. 
Among primitive rock formations, granite, mica, mica-schist and 
talc ; among tertiary deposits, carbonate of lime in various 
forms, clay in endless variety — occasionally quite free from 
impurities and valuable, no doubt, for pottery, in some instances 
for its finer grades, and possibly of porcelain — ochre, free sulphur 
(deposits from sulphur springs), and several curious sedimentary 
clays and schists containing notable amounts of potash. A 
number of other minerals recently discovered might be added to 
the list, but it will probablynotbe wise to subject the credulity of 
the outside world to too high tension at once. 

As to the authenticity of these "finds," the Chemist is, of 
course, dependent upon the testimony of others, and in some 
cases the persons sending or bringing these minerals hive been 
unnecessarily, though perhaps not unnaturally secretive in de- 
scribing the exact localities in which they were found. All that 
the Chemist can positively aver is that such minerals have been 
submitted to him for examination, purporting to come from 
Florida, and that he is himself convinced that they were so 
obtained. Only the belief, so securely grounded on current 
scientific literature, that Florida is altogether outside the " min- 
eral belt" of the United States can excuse the incredulity with 
which the foregoing list of "Florida minerals" will doubtless be 
received. In the meanwhile Florida will have to quietly bide its 
time and wait for United States "Government Reports" and'other 
similarly slow-moving agencies to bringabout the final "upheaval" 
and redeposition of current geographical theories. 

Whatever conclusions may be reached, in view of the fore- 
going facts even the most skeptical must concede that Florida 
presents a new and very inviting field for chemical and geological 
research. It is a source of sincere gratification that the General 
Government is now engaged in a geological survey of the State. 
It is, however, the very decided convection of the writer that the 
State should aid in and supplement this work. The operations 
of the General Government, while they will be very thorough, 
will also be very deliberate. Hundreds of important facts will 
be ascertained in the progress of this survey of great and imme- 
diate value to individuals and the State. If left to publication 
through the slow channels of United States Government 
Reports they will have become "ancient history" long enough 



before they see daylight. A competent State Geologist, working 
in harmony with the General Government, could note important 
discoveries, collect and systematize ascertained facts, and place 
them at once before the people. As to the immense service to 
the State and the world which a competent State Geologist could 
thus render, the writer entertain* uo shadow oi doubi, and in 
strenuously urging upon thecoming Legislature the appointment 
of such a Geologist, the State Chemist hopes that he is not 
transcending the legitimate scope of his report. 

In conclusion, at the suggestion of the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, it has been thought best to point out some portions of 
the new fertilizer law which in practice have been found defec- 
tive or ambiguous, and which are therefore believed to be capable 
Of improvement. 

Section jd provides that every bag, barrel or other package 
of commercial fertilizer manufactured or sold in the State shall 
have securely attached a label, etc. No provision is here made, 
or anywhere else in the law, for the sale of fertilizers in bulk. 
This method of sale is not infrequent, and it has been held by 
some dealers that as this was not in so many words prohibited, 
it could still be.legally done. The department has, what is be- 
lieved to be, reliable information that such sales are still made, 
sometimes with knd sometimes without the paynieot of the 35 per 
cent, ton tax and the accompanying label and guarantee. It is 
suggested that such sales either be prohibited altogether or per- 
mitted only under such restrictions as will secure the regular pay- 
ments of the prescribed tax and at the same time give consumers 
an equ.il guarantee to the one afforded where fertilizers are sold 
in barrels or bags. 

Section 3d also provides that the sworn analysis which 
every manufacturer of fertilizers is required to furnish, in addition 
to the percentages of moisture, ammonia, soluble potash and 
phosphoric acid in its two lorms shall state "all the other ingre- 
dients of which it is compounded." This is unfortunately some- 
what ambiguous. The word "other" would naturally reier the 
definition oi the term "ingredients" back to the definite chemical 
compounds previously mentioned, and would require a sworn 
statement of the carbonate or sulphate of lime, magnesia, salt 
and other such substances present. But as the universal custom 
of agricultural chemists i£ to disregard these as of too little ma- 
tt urial value to pay for estimation, it was hard<y believed that 
this is the true meaning and intent of the law. The enumera- 
tion or substances which the State Chemist is required 10 estimate, 
and which only include the three important elements of ammo- 
nia, potash and phosphoric acid, casts still graver dmsbi upon 
this interpretation of the statute. It seems more reason ible to 
suppose that by "ingredients of which it it compounded," was 



meant the raw materials of which any given fertilizer is made ; 
information of the highest importance and utility to the consumer. 
This interpretation of the law has therefore been specially favored 
by the department, but the ambiguity of the taw has interfered 
with its rigid enforcement. It is therefore urged that in the place 
of the phrase "and other ingredients of which it is compounded" 
the words "and also a full statement of all the raw materials of 
which it is compounded" be substituted in its stead. 

Section 5 provide s that every manufacturer, importer, agent or 
seller of any commercial fertilizer shall pay to the inspector of 
fertilizers a fee of twenty-five cents for every top offered for sale 
within the State. It will be observed that no penalty is attached 
to the non-payment of this tax, and no provision is made for its 
collection in case of any neglect or refusal to pay the same. In 
other words it is simply a debt due the State which is probably 
collectable after the usual legal contest and delays, but whose 
payment in practice depends mainly upon the honesty of the 
dealer. In most cases it is believed that the tax has been hon- 
estly paid. Still the fact that no penalty attaches to its non-pay- 
ment places a very objectionab'e temptation before dealers who 
are inclined to be less scrupulous. As sales of fertilizers to in- 
dividual customers are usually in small quantities— one or two 
ton lots —the tax upon each sale becomes insignificant. Many 
whose ideas of honesty are not very exact, are apt to reason that 
the State of Florida will not sue them for twenty-five or fifty 
cents ; that in any case the evidence of the one failure to pay the 
tax will be hard to obtain, and so they are willing to take the 
small risk for the sake of the petty profits it affords. It is there- 
fore recommended in every case ol failure or neglect to pay the 
tax, that a penalty of at least ten times the amount, due the State, 
be imposed upon the person so neglecting or evading its pay- 
ment, that any fertilizer not bearing the tax paid stamp of the 
Department' of Agriculture shall be liable to seizure, and may be 
held as surely for its payment, after proper legal process, and 
that any person furnisning the evidence of such attempted neg- 
lect or evasion shall receive one half the amount of the penalty so 
imposed. 

A further amendment suggested is the substitution of the 
words "sold or used," in the place of the word "sold" in this 
same section. As the benefits of the new fertilizer law are meas- 
urably shared by all alike, the writer sees no reason why large 
consumers should be permitted to buy in quantity outside of the 
State and without paying the prescribed tax, identically the same 
goods which purchasers within the State are compelled to pay it 
upon. The law, as it now stands, gives a decided advantage to 
dealers outside the State, and to that extent tends to drive away 
instead of attracting trade. Moreover, traveling agents of such 
7 
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outside dealers, in direct violation of the law, no doubt, but with 
very little danger of detection or prosecution are known to be 
engaged in the sale and delivery of such untaxed goods, and the 
petty and unjust competition which it brings to legitimate domes- 
tic trade. In the opinion of the writer the law should cover 
alike all goods that are actually consumed in the State. 

The 1 6th section of the law has been the source of more doubt 
and perplexity than, perhaps, any other. In its most obvious 
interpretation it would seem that no fertilizer could be legally 
sold until it had been subjected to analysis by the State Chemist, 
and special tags, with this printed analysis thereon, prepared for 
attachment to each and every package thereof. An absolutely 
insurmountable difficulty in the way ol the immediate adoption 
of such an interpretation of the law was this : The State had no 
laboratory. Six months, at least, must elapse before one could 
be built and equipped. From the number of separate brands of 
fertilizers, whose oaths of analysis were placed on file, it was 
soon evident that, even after the laboratory was in working order, 
there Would be from one and a half to two years steady work for 
any competent chemist in the analysis of all these separate brands 
and varieties of artificial man urts. How to reconcile ''the law 
and the facts" was indeed a problem. Whatever the in r ent of 
the Statute might be, it was not believed that the aim of the last 
legislature was to paralyze and prohibit the whole fertilizer trade. 
A "rebellion" of very large proportions would undoubtedly have 
followed any such attempted interpretation of the law. Even 
after the laboratory was in working order its literal enforcement 
would have resulted in the gravest and most intolerable injustice. 
The first fertilizer analyzed would have had the monopoly umil 
the second was reached, and so on, through the whole long li-t. 
As the writer did not feel any special call to make a martyr of 
himself or fortify his laboratory against the beseiging army >.f 
outraged planters, orange growers, manufacturers and de lers, 
some plan was imperatively demanded which would bridge over 
the difficulty, subserve at least a temporary purpose, permit the 
regular continuation of the fertilizer trade, afford all possible 
protection to consumers, and at the same time as fully comply 
with the letter and spirit of the statute as existing conditions, 
the needs of agriculture and the laws of nature and of trade 
would permit. 

After mature deliberation the following plan was adopted : 
A special stamp, engraved on steel by a prominent New Y >rk 
Bank Note Company, and therefore difficult to counterfeit. *as 
procured to be made and furnished to the Department of Ai;ri 
culture in sheets like postage stamps. By attaching these stamps 
to the tags furnished by the manufacturers, and which coniaincd 
their sworn and guaranteed analysis, this sworn and guamn^eed 
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analyses was in a sense and provisionally adopted by the depart- 
ment until it could be confirmed or contradicted by the actual 
analysis of the State Chemist. The presence of this stamp be- 
comes therefore an evidence that the tax had been paid, that 
the oath of analysis was on file, and that in all respects the fer- 
tilizer in question had fully complied with the law. This was 
the nearest approach to fulfilling the letter and spirit of the 
statute which in the then existing conditions it seemed possible 
to devise. As the analyses of fertilizers have been successively 
made they have been published in the Monthly Bulletin, and thus 
a much wider publicity has been given them than any mere 
printing upon special tags could have possibly afforded. As 
there are nearly a hundred brands of fertilizer whose sworn 
analyses are on file, and which are still to be analyied by the 
State Chemist, it will be seen that the above-mentioned reasons 
for the continuance of the plan provisionally adopted are still 
in full force. In practice this plan has worked so well that it is 
recommended that the law be so amended as to give what was 
first devised as, a provisional and temporary expedient full valid- 
ity and force. An additional reason for this will be found in 
the fact that, without any sacrifice in the security and efficiency 
of the law, a saving of more than $2,000 will be made to the 
State Treasury. The printing of 300 distinct varieties of tags 
will cost fully that amount, while additional room, clerk hire and 
other costly items will considerably swell the list; and it is there- 
fore recom is ended at above that the present provisional method 
be continued as the legal and statutory one even after the fer- 
tilizers sold in the State have all been analysed and the tempo- 
rary reasons which led to its adoption are no longer in force. 

Finally, it may not be amiss to say that, in the opinion of 
the State Chemist, a fair share at least of any surplus revenue 
which may hereafter accrue from the tax upon fertilizers cannot 
more profitably be used than in increasing the facilities and ex- 
tending the work of the State Laboratory in the direction of the 
analysis 01 soils and mineral deposits and other similar work. 
There are various lines of original research, also of the highest 
importance to the crop, vegetable and fruit growing interests of 
the State, which might be profitably undertaken. At present 
these desirable lines of investigation must yield precedence to 
the specific work which the law enjoins.

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The estimates on the following five pages given in the last 
three columns are approximate retail commercial values for 
New York City. For all points in Florida freights should, of 
course, be added. It will be observed that the estimates are 
given in three separate columns. By this no discrimination is 
intended in favor of or against any fertilizer. In other words, 
it is not meant to indicate that the fertilizers in the " A " 
column are any better or any worse, so' far as intrinsic value 
is concerned, than those in the "B" or "C" columns. The 
chemist has simply attempted to grade his own work in the 
order of its supposed reliability, as based upon the greater or 
less completeness of the evidence within his reach. In other 
words, the estimates given in the " A" column he believes can 
be accepted with, more certainty than those in the " B" column, 
and in the '* B " column than those in " C."

The inquiries following were addressed to the State Chemist 
by a prominent Northern firm, and as the same or similar ques- 
tions are constantly asked, it has been thought well to publish the 
questions and answers in full: 

i. What is the area of the phospate deposit so far as now 
known and in what counties is it situated? 

2. Does deposit run average analysis or vary largely in qual- 
ity; what per cent, of iron or aluminum is found, if any? 

3. How does cost of mining and grinding compare with that 
of South Carolina rock? 

4. Do deposits occur both in river beds and in high lands, 
and which can be worked to best advantage? 

5. What is the character of each, and which is considered the 
most valuable. 

6. What are the methods now employed in lifting the phos- 
phate and preparing for shipment? 

7. Where does the principal part of the total output now go, 
and what prices are obtained? 

8. Where are principal operations now being carried on? 

9. What is the estimated total capital now employed in Flor- 
ida in this business? 

10. Estimated cost of plant large enough to lift and put in 
merchantable shape 100 tons per day? 

Tallahassee, Fla. , Dec. 15th, 1890. 

Dear Sir: — Your favor of the 4th inst. is at hand, and I re- 
gret that I am not able to reply in a more definite and satisfac- 
tory manner to the questions you ask. Our phosphate discover- 
ies and the work of developing and utilizing them are as yet in 
their incipient stages. No systematic collection of facts has 
been made, and it is doubtful whether if made by the most pains- 
talcing and conscientious statistician they would prove of perma- 
nent or even of much present value. Almost every day adds 
to the area of the known phosphate field or to the importance 
of the discoveries made within it. This will probably continue 
for some time to come, so that what would be true to-day would 
be very likely to be unreliable to-morrow, and conspicuously so a 
few months to come. The past year has especially emphasized 
this fact. It has been a year fruitful in development in Florida, 
and we have no reason to suppose that the era of discovery has 
reached or is even neartng its close. 

So far as the writer is concerned, his statements as to the ex- 
tent, and to some extent the character of the posphate discoveries 
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of Florida, must be taken as hose of at witness who is giving only 
evidence that comes to him from others. In some respects he 
has enjoyed usual facilities for obtaining information. Some- 
thing like fifteen hundred samples of real or supposed phosphates 
have been submitted to him for examination, and as to the char- 
acter and composition of Florida phosphates, he is in a position 
to speak from personal knowledge. As to their amount, distribu- 
tion, economic working, and other related questions, he is en- 
tirely dependent upon sources of information which may or may 
not be reliable. With these preleminary observations he begs to 
submit the following: 

(i). In a general way it may we said that the whole western 
half of the Stale is within the phosphate belt. I have received 
samples from almost every county in this region extending from 
the extreme northern to the extreme southern boundary. This 
does not prove that workable beds of phosphates have been dis- 
covered or are discoverable in every part of this region. It 
simply indicates that the conditions favorable to their produc- 
tion have at some time existed over all this vast territory. Com- 
panies have been organized, some of them no doubt speculative 
and based upon very slender foundations for working phosphate 
beds at a great number of widely separated points. Active 
mining is now in progress in a dozen different locahtes, and 
preparations are making for mining in at least as many more. 
So far as my information extends, the counties of Folk, DeSoto, 
Lee, Manatee, Hillsboro, Citrus, Marion, Hernando, Sumter, 
and Pasco include the greater portion of the 1 territory that is 
now in the process of development. A dozen other counties 
might, however, be added to the list of those containing what 
give every indication of proving valuable beds of phosphates, 
and which are simply awaiting better transpoution facilities be- 
fore active operations begin. 

(a). To these questions no general answer can be given. The 
"River Phosphates," dark colored water-worn pebbles, which 
are evidently the detritus from older beds, are generally fairly 
uniform in composition. From fifty to seventy-two per cent of 
bone phosphate represents their extremes of analysis. The 
"Boulder Phosphates" are by no means uniform in com- 
position. A light colored rock varying in specific gravity from 
two and one-half to nearly three, and in hardness from 
three to four on Mohr*s scale is the best that I have exam- 
ined. It is of very wide distribution and exceedingly rich in 
phosphoric acid. In some cases it gives as high as eighty-seven 
per cent, of bone phosphate and, as found over the State, will 
probably average seventy fire. There is also a softer variety of 
this rock of about the hardness of ordinary chalk which is also 
nearly equal to it in value. In some instances beds of this ma- 
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teria], which I have taken the liberty of naming "cream phos- 
phate" both on account of its richness and its color., is said to 
be found in beds of unknown depth and extent. Not unfre- 
quently boulders of this cream phosphate are found mixed with 
much less valuable material, and in the operations of practical 
mining some difficulty will no doubt be found in separating the 
good from the inferior or worthless rock. 

Almost all our Florida phosphates contain more or less 
alumina and many of them notable qualities of iron. 

In many cases, however, the alumina is present simply as a 
mechanical mixture, as silicate of alumina (clay) or other forms 
of alumina which dos not seriously interfere with the manufac- 
ture of superphosphates. Indeed, I have examined samples of 
Florida phosphates which, by chemical analysis, showed the pres- 
ence of nearly four per cent, of acid soluble alumina that dried 
out rapidly when manufactured into superphosphate. 

(3). Upon the subject of the cost of mining and grinding, I 
have no reliable information. From the softer and more friable 
character of much of the rock I should suppose, however, that the 
cost of grinding would be less, and that the co*t ot mining 
would depend upon so many varying conditions that no general 
answer can be given to the question. 

(4). Deposits occur in both forms. The river deposits have 
the advantage in ease of working and in uniformity of character, 
but are not of as high grade or as valuable as some of the land 
deposits. 

(5). Other things being equal, the value of phosphates de- 
pends upon the per centage of phosphoric acid. Alumina or 
iron so combined as to interfere with the production of a readily 
drying phosphate, is detrimental and in some cat.es renders the 
produce so unmanageable as to preclude its use. It is said that 
means have been devised to obviate this difficulty. On this 
point the writer is not possessed of sufficient iniormation to ena 
ble him to speak with confidence. 

The high grade rocks, the "cream phosphates" of Florida, 
are among the richest, if not the richest, in the world. Tf, as 
now seems probable, a rock that will average 80 per cent, of 
bone phosphate of lime can be placed upon the tmrket and that, 
too, in practically unlimited quantities, the fertilizer manufac- 
turers of the world will have practically a new material to deal 
with and one that will have some advantages over any now 
available. The absence of contaminating ingredients will per 
mit great economy in the use of sulphuric acid and at the same 
time give a concentrated product which will be ol immense ad- 
vantage to the trade. I am not advised that this '"itick" has 
as yet been placed upon the market in such quantities as to give 
it an established value. It should bear and, doubtless, if it 
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fulfills the expectations of its owners, will bear a very high price 
as compared with phosphates of lower grade. Twenty dollars 
a ton in Liverpool would probably not be an extravagant esti- 
mate of the value of such "cream phosphate." 

(6 and 7). The river phosphates are pumped from the bed 
of the rivers and estuaries, in which they are found by methods 
similar to those so long used in South Carolina, dried sometimes 
by natural and sometimes by -artificial heat and shipped at once. 
Such phosphates are, I think, selling for five or sue dollars a ton 
ready for shipment. The land phosphates are dug out as yet 
only by the most primitive process of mining, picking out the 
good rock by hand from the adhering clay and sand and drying 
and shipping. Want of skill and experience in such cases some- 
times results in a very variable product which, of course, is cor- 
respondingly lessened in value. The output is as yet shipped 
mostly from Fernandina. Jacksonville has, however, some 
trade, and so also 1 think have Tampa and Pensacola. 

(8). Probably the largest works now in actual operation are 
the Dunnellon mines in land phosphates and the various Peace 
creek river phosphate works. 

(9). No statistics are obtainable, and any estimates would 
be the merest conjecture. The amount, however, is very large, 
and new investments and mining projects are daily taking more 
or less definite shape, 

(10). Here, too, I am without reliable information. 

In conclusion, permit me to say that from all the information 
I am able to obtain I am constrained to believe that Florida, to- 
day, has the richest and the most extensive deposits of phos- 
phates in the world. I am quite aware that this statement will 
not be accepted unchallenged. Some years will probably pass 
and much more convincing proof than any that I have given or 
can give will be required by the commercial world before such 
an apparently extravagant statement will be received with other 
than a smile of incredulity. My very decided conviction is, 
however, that those engaged in the phosphate trade who most 
speedily adjust their business with reference to these new condi- 
tions will be tn a position to best reap whatever advantages may 
accrue therefrom. Incredulity is sometimes wise, and some- 
times a very expensive element in business affairs.

AGRICULTURE. 



The law creating the Bureau of Agriculture and making it a 
part of this Department, was passed by the Legislature of 1889, 
and the Act approved May 17th, 1889. 

Before beginning the operations ot this Bureau, the Commis- 
sioner determined that, inasmuch as the work of the Bureau must 
necessarily be largely statistical, in all such work of the office 
theory should always be made subordinate to fact ; that no indi- 
vidual preferences or prejudices should in any manner be allowed 
to influence in the remotest degree the truth of a report ; for to 
attain a standing commensurate with the value required of them, 
agricultural statistics must present only the plain, simple truth, 
which alone should be sought in the interest of agricultural prog- 
ress and the material advancement of the State, no matter from 
what source opposition might come. The well are of all those 
engaged in agricultural pursuits and kindred branches is first con- 
sidered, in the firm belief that agricultural prosperity is neces- 
sary to as well as consistent with the general good, the advance- 
ment ot universal industry, the benefit of the consumer and pro- 
ducer alike, and the basis upon which rests the success or fail- 
ure of every character of business interest, from the plainest 
farmer to the successful administration of governments. 

In conformity with the law, preparations were immediately 
made for the organization of the Bureau, and on the first of 
July, 1889, it was put into active operation ; blanks for report- 
ing crops being printed and mailed to a large number of per- 
sons, residents of the several counties of the State. Many of 
these persons responded promptly, and when the first crop re- 
port was issued during the month of July, for the month of June, 
a majority of the counties was represented therein. 

There were many difficulties in the way of a thorough or- 
ganisation 0/ the Bureau for lack of means ; for the Legislature, 
although expressly imposing the duty of collecting and publish- 
ing the reports, failed to appropriate the funds necessary for 
that purpose. With the determination that the objects of 
the Bureau should not be thwarted, the work was pushed 
ahead in the face of these apparently insurmountable ob- 
stacles. The responsibility of having the necessary printing 
done was assumed by the Commissioner, and the work of 
tabulating the reports for each month was begun. Having no 
funds with which to publish these monthly reports of the work 
of the Bureau, recourse was had to the State press and some of 
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the leading papers of the North and South, who, with character- 
istic courtesy, willingly lent their aid to the publication of the re- 
ports. This, however, was unsatisfactory for several reasons: 
First, because of the irregularity of the date of publication ; 
second, that, in order to print them at all, most of the papers, 
owing to the narrowness of their columns, were compelled to cut 
them up in such a manner as to make them unintelligible, or 
waste space from which they derived no benefit ; and third, the 
reports did not receive the circulation required, to be of most 
advantage to the State. Although Sub section 3 of the law 
required the Commissioner to give this information "to those 
who till the soil of this State .in circular or pamphlet form," 
properly distributed, as before stated, no provision was made for 
the cost of publishing such pamphlet or circular. This condi- 
tion of affairs continued until December, when the Bureau of 
Immigration having perfected an arrangement for the publication 
of the Monthly Bulk/in, it was arranged to have one page or 
more of that paper devoted to the publication of the work ol the 
Bureau of Agriculture. Accordingly, with the first is- 
sue of the Monthly Bulletin, the publication of the crop re- 
ports was begun in accordance with the provisions of Sub- 
section 2 of the law, and, with the appearance of the regular 
report for December, appeared several additional reports on vari- 
ous matters, as will be seen by reference to the above mentioned 
number of the Bulletin. This Bureau's proportionate amount of 
the expense for publishing these reports to January 1, 1891, is 
about $325, which has been borne entirely by the Bureau of Im- 
migration, and is a legitimate charge against this Bureau, and for 
which the Immigration Bureau should be reimbursed. The ex- 
pense of postage for the distribution of this matter within the 
State has also been borne, in the main, by the Bureau of Immi- 
gration, and amounts to about $350 per annum. 

Thus has the work of this Bureau and the provisions of this 
section of the law been carried out practically without money. 
The provision of Section 3, requiring the importation and 
careful distribution or' seeds, could not be complied with for the 
same reason — a lack of funds. This is a very important feature 
of the law, and a liberal provision should be made by which its 
requirements could be put into effect. That it is a popular idea, 
is abundantly proven by the hundreds of letters on file in this of- 
fice, requesting seeds of almost every variety known to this, as 
well as many foreign countries A liberal appropriation should 
be made in its behalf. 

The provisions of Sub sections 1 and 4, are also prac- 
tically a dead letter, for the want of money to put them into 
operation ; and such being, the fact, we have two more of the 
mon important features of the law in the condition of useless ap- 
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pendages, when it was expected and intended by the Legislature 
that they should be the most beneficial. This should be reme- 
died without fail, and at once, that the State may have the ben- 
efit of such a display at the World's Exposition in Chicago, 
should such a thing be deemed advisable. 

In Sub-section 5 of the law creating the Bureau the Com- 
missioner is required to "adopt some plan for collecting and pub- 
lishing" the statistics of the various branches of agricultural in- 
dustry in "such form and number as he may deem best, or the 
financial condition of the department will permit ;" and also re- 
quires the sending out to the several Tax Assessors of the Stale 
the necessary blanks for the enrollment of such statistics, the 
blanks to be in the hands of the Assessors by the 1st day of Jan- 
uary of each year. In the carrying out of these requirements, 
many obstacles presented themselves, chief among which was the 
entire absence of money with which to meet the necessary ex- 
penses attendant upon- the printing of the blank sheets and books 
in which the collected statistics should be enrolled. When the 
Comptroller was consulted upon the subject, the Commissioner 
was met with the statement that the fund appropriated for public 
printing for the current year was insufficient. Thus was the 
suDplv of money necessary for this purpose denied, although in 
the Commissioner's opinion it was clearly intended by the Legis- 
lature when the act was passed that it should be paid in this 
manner. After considerable delay, which threw the delivery of 
the blanks to the Assessors late into the month of February, be- 
ing determined not to lose the great benefit to be derived by the 
operation of the law, the Commissioner again assumed the re- 
sponsibility, had the blanks printed at thfc office of the State 
Printer in Jacksonville, forwarded them to the several Tax As- 
sessors, and paid the bill, which amounted to $550, out of the 
funds received from the inspection of fertilizers. This sum is not 
for one year only, but covers both 1889 and 1890. That the 
Commissioner did what was proper, he is satisfied, and has no 
doubt that you and the patriotic gentlemen who compose the 
Legislature soon to meet will sustain him in this action. 

The reports of the agricultural statistics for all the counties 
except Manatee and DeSoto are in the office, and have been tabu- 
lated and recapitulated. They are divided into classes *nd appear 
as an appendix to this report. In the matter of the refusal of the 
Assessor of Manatee county to take the statistics of said county, 
the Commissioner has to say that he notified the County Commis- 
sioners of that county that under the provisions of Sub-section 
6, they should withhold his pay for assessing the State and 
county taxes. As he failed 10 perform any statistical work, the 
matter stands open, and the Commissioner does not know 
whether the County Commissioners allowed him his fees or not ; 
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you, however, have all the facts in the case set forth in the cor- 
respondence filed in your office. 

There are of course - many inaccuracies in these statistics, 
though they are rather under than over the facts, for which 
there are various causes. In some of the counties the Assessors 
were very loth to do the work required for the small amount 
of the fees attached, and instead of taking a pride in making as 
good a showing as possible for their counties, and trusting to a 
future Legislature for a remedy, they simply ran over their work 
in a "slip shod" manner, only seeking to get through with it 
regardless of consequences. Others did their duty faithfully and 
well ; but even they met with obstacles, one of which was a dis- 
inclination and frequent refusal by tax-payers to furnish the de- 
sired information, on the ground that it would be used against 
them for the purpose of increasing their taxes. But all of the 
Assessors unite in insisting that the present pay is too small, and 
the Commissioner thinks they have good ground for the opin- 
ion. The Commissioner, therefore, strongly urges that the fees 
be increased to ten cents for each name in place of five cents, as 
at present. Most of the books were returned to the office with- 
out having been added up or recapitulated, coursequently en. 
tailing an additional expense of $325, paid to various persons em- 
ployed to perform this work. In this case the Commissioner 
also assumed the responsibility, and having do other funds, paid 
it out of the fund arising from the inspection of fertilizers. 
Nevertheless, the people of the State will have good cause for 
self-congratulation on the result, as in the aggregate its agricul- 
tural, industrial and kindred interests make a most magnificent 
exhibit of the wonderful variety, and practically unlimited ex- 
tent, of its vast and rapidly accumulating resources. 

The system adopted for the tabulation of the monthly 
reports is somewhat similar -to the plan now in operation 
by the United States Department of Agriculture, and, after 
several modifications, has proven to be the most satisfac- 
tory, as giving the most accurate results. We must have a unit 
of condition, a unit of value, and a unit of quantity, and this 
is the only way to reduce condition to a certain and exact stand- 
ard for comparison. It is also true that the accuracy of these 
reports must depend largely upon the careful and unbiased 
judgment of the correspondent reporting ; and in this respect the 
Bureau is to be congratulated on the efficiency and painstaking 
care exhibited by its large corps of correspondents, the number 
of which reaches one hundred and eight regular reporters. In 
this connection it is proper to state that the same difficulty was 
experienced as to lack of funds ; and in order to keep d»wn 
every item of expense possible, a "Neostyle Duplicating Appa- 
ratus" was purchased for the use of the Bureau in printing blank 
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crop reports and circular letters, at a cost of $20. It has more 
than paid for itself a score of tiroes in the saving of printing 
bills otherwise necessary. A typewriter was also purchased for 
the same purpose, at a cosi of $60, and these amounts were paid 
out of the fertilizer fund. 

In the space in the Bulletin allotted to the Bureau, have of- 
ten appeared, along with the crop reports, various articles of in- 
terest from the pens of distinguished writers upon the subjects 
discussed ; several of these have borne good fruit, and have 
been the prime cause of either improved methods on the one 
hand, or the establishment of new enterprises and industries on 
the other. 

The work of this Bureau has not alone been confined to the 
mere collection and distribution of crop statistical information ; 
but it has conducted a very large amount of correspondence con- 
cerning scientific investigations and statistical information re- 
garding almost every article of manufacture, from the production 
of fibrous plants to the development of our magnificent mines of 
mineral wealth. All of this wo' k has been performed by a single 
poorly paid clerk, whose valuable and, in fact, indispensable ser- 
vices could not have been secured for the meagre salary the 
Commissioner was authorized to pay, but for the fact that other 
interests and occupations, not in any manner interfering with the 
faithful performance of his official duties, enabled him to sup- 
plement the salary to an extent sufficient for the support of his 
family. 

An urgent communication from the officials of the World's 
Columbian Exposition, to open in Chicago in 1892, has been 
received, impressing upon the Commissioner the importance of 
an agricultural exhibit under the auspices of this Department at 
that exposition. While fully recognizing the value ot the oppor- 
tunity offered for the advertisernenc to the world of the agricul- 
tural resources of Florida through the medium of such an ex- 
hibit, the Commissioner feels constrained to consider the fact 
that other interests and resources of the State in almost infinite 
variety — horticultural, mineral and industrial — are of equal im- 
portance, and should be equally represented in any exhibit sent 
for such purpose to Chicago. The financial condition of the 
people of the State, while promising much in the near future, is 
not as yet such, perhaps, as to warrant the Legislature in the ap- 
propriation of a sum sufficiently large to provide an exhibit of 
all the products and resources of the State that would not, by 
comparison with those of other States, look puny and insignifi- 
cant ; and the Commissioner therefore respectfully recommends 
that the matter of such exhibit be referred to the consideration of 
the Bureau of Immigration, relying upon such increase in 
the immigration tax, as recommended in another part of this re- 



port, as will enable that Bureau to undertake the responsibility. 
The present immigration tax has been scarcely felt as a burden 
by the tax payers, and its increase, as recommended, would not 
be recognized a* too great a charge upon the taxable property 
of the State, while its results would not only enable the Bureau 
of Immigration to accomplish the necessary and important end 
of providing an exhibit at the World's Fair, but would also ena- 
ble it to execute other plans and methods, equally essential to 
the accomplishment of the results expected from its establish- 
ment. 

In the management of this Bureau, from its creation to the 
present time, the Commissioner has used every effort possible 
under the surrounding circumstances to make it a success, that 
it might exert the power which such an institution should in the 
promotion of the State's progress at home and its advancement 
in the estimation of those abroad. For the purpose of putting 
it in a thoroughly efficient working condition, that will enable it 
to perform the offices for which it was established, the Commis- 
sioner recommends the appropriation of a liberal sum, in 
excess of all amounts received from the inspection of fertilizers, 
for each of the years 1891 and 1892, to cover the following 
items, all of which are embraced in the Act, but, for reasons 
already stated, could not be made available, to- wit : Salary of 
clerk ; publishing and disseminating monthly reports and other 
agricultural information ; postage ; preparation of hand book ; im- 
portation and distribution of seeds ; collection of woods, minerals, 
etc., and printing agricultural statJSlk blanks for 1892 and 1893.

General Note. 
The law establishing the Bureau of Agriculture, under which 
the foregoing statistics were collected and published, failed to 
provide for the collection of industrial and manufacturing sta- 
tistics. Under this head the value of the following named 
products, not included in the foregoing tables, although known 
to be produced or manufactured in the State, would add to the 
total aggregate as above stated for the year 1 889, upon a careful 
estimate, a sura not less than $122,000,000; making the total 
value of all products for that year fully $140,000,000 : manu- 
factured tobacco, hides, alligator hides, beeswax, lime, ice, nursery 
stock, cedar, moss, turpentine, rosin, sponge, fish, oysters, 
hewn timber, sawed timber, lumber, shingles, staves, brick and 
tiles, furniture, wagons and carriages, railroad cars, stockings, 
cotton seed oil, cotton seed meal, palmetto brushes and other 
products ; canned goods, fertilizers, phosphates and others. 



STATE PRISON. 



When the supervision of the convicts sentenced to the State 
Prison was made part of the duties of the Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture on January i, 1889, the convicts were under contract 
to Major C. K. Dutton and employed in the making of such 
naval stores as turpentine, resin, etc. 

They were then in three camps, or stockades, in Suwannee 
County, Florida, not far from Live Oak, 

The health of the convicts daring that year was very good — 
out of 588 convicts only five deaths. The sanitary condition of 
Maj. Dutton's camps was as good as it is possible for such camps 
to be. 

On September 27, 1889, the Board of Commissioners or 
State Institutions gave Maj. Dutton permission to turn over to 
Hon. E. B. Bailey, of Monticello, Fta. , seventy five convicts to 
work on Mr. Bailey's farm. As Maj. C. K. Dutton's contract 
with the State for the 5 lease of the State convicts was to expire 
December 31, 1889, on August 6th of that year the Board of 
Commissioners of State Institutions directed the Commissioner 
of Agriculture to put out ad vet tist meats for proposals to hire 
out all State convicts for the ensuing two years, commencing 
January 1, 1889. Such advertisement was inserted in the fol- 
lowing papers: Ptnsatola Commercial, of Pensacola, Taliahasseean, 
of Tallahassee, Banner of Liberty, of Live Oak, Times. Union, 
Jacksonville, Reporter, Orlando, and the Tribune, of Tampa; 
this advertisement ran for four weeks The proposals for hire 
of convicts were opened September 17, 1889, in accordance with 
the terms of the advertisement. Three bids were received as 
follows : 

Bid of C. K, Dutton was for 200 able-bodied convicts for 
one year from January, 1890, at the rate of $1,500 per year, 
provided the terms of sentence of said convicts did not expire 
within nine rndnths of the date of contract. 

The bid of T. Albert Jennings was to take all the State 
convicts from January 1, 1830, then in the hands of lessees, and 
all that may be sentenced for the next two years, paying all ex- 
penses that may accrue after conviction and sentence, and pay 
the State of Florida the sum of $750 per annum for the lease of 
said convicts. ' 
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The bid of E. B. Bailey was to take all the convicts from the 
lessees and all that may be convicted and sentenced from January 
i, 1890, paying all expenses that may accrue after conviction 
and sentence^to receive them at the county seat of the respective 
counties where sentenced and to pay the State of Florida the 
sura Ot $1.25 per month or $15 per year for each and every cen- 
vict during the year 1890, and for every convict on hand January 
i, 1891, and received by him during the year 1891, the sum of 
$1.87^2 per month, or $22.50 per year. 

The payment of this bid to be made to the State Treasurer as 
follows : 

First payment, November 1, 1890; second payment, Novem- 
ber 1, 1891, and third and last payment, January 2. 1892. 

Mr. Bailey's bid was accepted and he entered into a bond 
for the faithful performance of his contract for $20 000, which 
bond is now on file in the office of the State Treasurer. 

On January 1, 1890, all of the convicts were turned over to 
Mr. Bailey by Maj. Dutton, Mr. Bailey has used part of them 
on his plantations in Jefferson County, and the remainder he 
sublet to the following : 

To Messrs. Cranford, of Lake City, Columbia County, 
seventy convicts; to Messrs. J. W. & W. S. West, of Jenniags, 
Fla., twenty-four convicts; to Mr. R, N, Williams, of O'Brien, 
Suwannee County, eighteen convicts, and to Maj. C. K. Dutton, 
of Live Oak, Suwannee County, seventy six convicts. All of 
these convicts are employed on turpentine farms. 

For the present year Mr. Bailey has taken all of his convicts 
from hi* farms in Jefferson county, and is now working those he 
has not sublet at the mining of phosphates — some near Herlong, 
Columbia county, and others at Blue Springs in Marion county. 
At Herlong he has thirteen women and one hundred and seven 
men. At Blue Springs ninety-five men. He has sublet seventy- 
four men to J. B. Wiley, near Tampa Fla.; these are engaged in 
getting out cross-ties. Mr. Wiley will give up his lease soon, 
and Mr. Bailey will then take all that Mr. Wiley had to Herlong. 

The following named parties have subleases from Mr. Bailey, 
and are working the convicts they have on turpentine farms, 
to-wit: Messrs T. J. & J. A. Cranford (near Lake City. Fla.) 
have seventy men ; Messrs. F. J. Dudley & Co. have twenty 
at Luraville, Suwannee county, Fla., and Mr. R. N. Williams, 
of O'Brien Fla., has thirty men. 

The health of convicts, since under contract with Mr. Bailey, 
has been fairly good. There have been eight deaths to 6a 1 con- 
victs, all but one of which occurred on the farms — only one 
death happened among those employed in the manufacture of 
turpentine. 
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There is a chaplain employed by the State to attend to the 
spiritual wants of the convicts. He has endeavored to do his 
duty towards the prisoners, but owing to their scattered condition 
under sub-leases, canaot effect much good. , 

The Commissioner of Agriculture would respectfully suggest 
that there be established a place for juvenile offenders. Boys 
twelve, thirteen or even fifteen years old are neither punished or 
reformed by being sent to the State Prison. 

I regret to state that the percentage of escapes for the year 
1 890 was unusually large. The contractor generally recaptures 
all escapes, but it does not give the citizens in the vicinity of 
tbe convict camps much feeling of security to have such things 
occur often, or to impress upon offenders that a sentence to the 
State Prison is a sure punishment for crime. The contractor has 
promised to do better in this regard hereafter. 

The Board of Commissioners of State Institutions last De- 
cember, upon petition of Mr. Bailey, consented to continue the 
lease upon his giving further bond and agreeing to pay to the 
State the sum of $22.50 for each convict per year, paying all ex- 
penses of whatever nature occurs after sentence. Of course the 
extention of the lease to Mr. Bailey is contingent entirely upon 
the action of the next Legislature. 

The bid of Mr. Bailey is much greater than was ever made 
for convicts at any time in the past, and the State will derive a 
larger source of revenue under this lease than has ever been re- 
ceived for the convicts.

REPORT FROM PRISON CAMPS OF E. B. BAILEV. 

M0NTICELI.0, Fla. Dec. 5th, 1890. 
Han. L. B. Wembivtll: 

Sir — In reply to your inquiry of recent date it gratifies 
me to report that the health of the State convicts at the 
headquarter camp, for the year 1890, has been remarkably 
good. During the fore part of the year there was little sick- 
ness of any character — none of consequence. In the fall bil- 
ious fever, incident to the season prevailed to some extent, but 
it was of a very mild type and as a rule yielded to simple treat- 
ment in from one to three days. No mortality attended the 
disease and there were no alarming or protracted cases. It is 
worthy of note that the guards and officers were more generally 
atticked than the convicts, and that the fever prevailed to a 
greater extent and with much more serious consequences 
throughout the neighboring country than in the camp. 

There has been ri'j typhoid, no pneumonia, no contagious 
fevers or epidemics of any sort. The deaths have been six in 
number, as follows: Peter Sylvester, Lee Bennett, William 
James, Moses Waters, William Jones and W\ D. Murray — all 
colored except Waters. Peter Sylvester died of consumption. 
The disease was well advanced at the date of his sentence and 
its ultimate consequence was only a matter of time. Lee Ben- 
nett and William James were also invalids when received. 
Their deaths were due to constitutional syphilis. Moses 
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Waters was over seventy years old and had suffered from organic 
heart disease all his life. It finally caused his death, which was 
less remarkable, under the circumstances, than that he should 
have lived to so advanced an age. William Jones was struck by 
lightning. W. D. Murray did not know his age, but he must 
have been at least seventy. His death was due to dropsy and a 
general breaking down, entirely incident to his years. 

Thus it will be seen that all the deaths were due to causes in 
no wise associated with the conditions of imprisonment and 
would have occurred in other surroundings. 

A large percentage of the convicts come to prison with 
chronic diseases and constitutional blood maladies. These have 
been treated with very marked success, but some are of course 
beyond the possibility of cure. With these exceptions the gen- 
eral health is at this writing all that could be desired, with eveTy 
prospect of it remaining so during the season.

which was caused from chronic dysentery and overheating, 
brought on by eating green roasting ears and a very long and 
warm pursuit at night for the capture of ihe escaped in J une. 
We admit, and truly, that our managers have treated all prison- 
er* kindly and that they have been well fed, etc.
